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A TIME FOR PLANNING REASSESSMENT? 

HE Minister of Housing and Local Government has the formidable task 

of deciding well over 5,000 planning appeals each year, and the tendency 
is for the number to increase. Although additional inspectors have been 
appointed, the delays seem longer than ever, and it is hardly surprising that 
the Minister has recently gone on record as * extremely anxious’ to reduce 
the number of appeals. It is, indeed, urgently necessary that something should 
be done, for the delays are serious to developers and other business concerns 
who find themselves at loggerheads with the local planning authority. 

In the effort to reduce the number of appeals, the Minister has recently 
issued the first of a new series of selected appeals. It comprises notes of some 
56 cases decided by the Minister in 1958 in twelve sections dealing with such 
topics as design; development in green belts, rural areas and residential areas; 
petrol stations; fragmentation of plots; shops and offices. This new issue is 
a marked improvement on the old series, and it is good to see that the Ministry 
has taken notice of some of the criticisms which we have made in previous 
years. The first five sections are prefaced by a brief statement of the Minister’s 
policy, and in each case there is some indication of the locality of the site. 
These new features should clarify the background to each case and facilitate 
any inquiries which may be needed to establish its relevance as a guide for 
future Cases. 

In an accompanying circular—40/59—the Minister once again expresses the 
belief that there would be fewer appeals if local authorities were more informa- 
tive about their reasons for refusal and were more ready where appropriate 
to suggest a basis for compromise. The Minister also hopes that the publica- 
tion of the selected appeals will help to reduce appeals by indicating to local 
authorities and applicants what the Minister’s views are likely to be. 

Will these steps be enough? It is to be doubted. After all, the Minister 
has for years been urging local authorities to be more informative and more 
co-operative. And his views on various aspects of planning control such as 
design, green belts and petrol stations have been well known for some time 
past. If there is to be any substantial reduction in the number of appeals, 
more positive steps must be taken. One useful reform would be to give appli- 
cants the right to state their case to the local authority. It is generally possible 
to secure an interview with the planning officer, but it is only rarely that the 
applicant is allowed to appear before the planning committee. The applicant 
and his professional advisers should be given the right to attend at least a 
sub-committee of the members who are responsible for making the decision. 

Procedural changes alone will not suffice, however. The vast number of 
planning applications and appeals is due in large measure to the prosperous 
state of the nation. The demand for small family houses—a sure sign of the 
national prosperityhas been so great that in some cases the land reserved in 
the development plan for housebuilding for the period up to 1971 is nearly 
all used up. Hence the pressure to secure planning permission for building 
in green belts and ‘ white’ areas. It is plain that many of the forecasts on 
which the development plans were based have proved hopelessly inadequate, 
and the time has come for a radical reassessment. The green belts must be 
protected, but there should be a more constructive approach towards build- 
ing in other areas. If more land were allocated in the development plans for 
housebuilding, there would be fewer appeals to clog the machinery. 
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Notes of the Week 
* Value for Money in Building’ 
A SHORT report of the second of the 
series of cost conferences on this sub- 
ject Organised by the RIBA under the 
sponsorship of the RIBA/RICS Cost Re- 
search Liason Committee, which was held 
at Bristol from July 2 to 4, has now been 
issued by the RIBA, and is reproduced on 
page 110. Although interesting and use- 
ful contributions to the subject were 
made by architects, surveyors and others 
there is no doubt that the value of the 
conference would have been improved 
had there been a few more clients, 
builders and engineers amongst its mem- 
bership, a defect which any future con- 
ference on the subject should take steps 
to remedy. 

The conference attempted to underline 
the need for the application of basic prin- 
ciples of management if control of costs 
and ‘ value for money ’ are to be achieved 
in building today. But as Mr. Baden 
Hellard stated in his admirable summing- 
up: “If the conference has stimulated 
thoughts and encouraged a rethinking of 
the relationship between all the members 
of the building team and of the procedures 
which we use, perhaps this will have been 
its principal value * 


Mr. T. E. Scott to Retire 


AFTER thirty-nine years with the School 
of Architecture of the Northern Poly- 
technic, thirty of them as head of the 
Department, in which post he suc- 
ceeded Sir (then Mr.) Thomas Bennett, 
Mr. T. E. Scott is about to retire. Under 
his direction the school has greatly 
flourished on the firm foundations built 
by Sir Thomas. As a result of the early 
adoption of the policy of combined train- 
ing for students of architecture, building, 


surveying and allied occupations in one 
department the school has long enjoyed 
the distinction of turning out men well 
equipped to meet the exacting require 
ments of our time. 

Fully alert to the implications of the 
contemporary movement, both in design 
and technology, Mr. Scott has never been 
a devotee of extreme modernism, finding 
it difficult, as he said in his stimulating 
report on the work of the Department 
(reported elsewhere in this issue), ‘to 
accept such works as Corbusier’s church 
at Ronchamp, or the expiring concrete 
parachute to be built on the shores of 
Sydney Harbour, as milestones in the his 
tory of architecture.’ 

Mr. Scott’s level-headed approach to 
the problems of architectural and build 
ing education combined with the energy 
and enthusiasm he has brought to his 
work over sO many years have been of 
inestimable value to the Northern Poly 
The industry owes him a debt of gratitude 
and will join with us in wishing him a 
complete restoration to health and many 
years of happy retirement. 


‘Churches, Artists and People’ 


SOME interesting suggestions for giving 
new life to redundant churches are made 
by Miss Pamela Cunnington, ARIBA, in 
‘Churches, Artists and People,’ which 1s 
the thirteenth report of the Central Coun 
cil for the Care of Churches (Church 
Information Board, price 3s.) The 
problem of churches which, due to 
movements of population, no longer 
serve the congregations for whom they 
were built is one which has come into 
great prominence in recent years. It is 
increased by the fact that many of these 
churches are of historic or architectural 
importance, and because a number ol 
them occupy sites of considerable com 
mercial value.

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In considering this problem, says Miss 
Cunnington, it must always be realised 
that this situation may be temporary 
rather than permanent. If we study the 
histories of our ancient churches we will 
find that many of them have, at some 
stage, passed through a bad period when 
they might well have been classed as 
redundant, but, due to a perhaps quite 
unexpected change of circumstances, have 
since taken On a new lease of life. Per- 
haps the most outstanding example of 
this, she says, was Southwark Cathedral, 
but many other cases, such as that of St 
Martin-in-the-Fields some SO 
can be found

When dealing with old churches, Miss 
Cunnington emphasises that it is very 
necessary to take a long-term view, and 
o realise that a period of disuse, even of 
50 years, is a comparatively short time in 
the history of a building which has pe: 
haps stood since the twelfth century 
During such a period it is desirable that 
at least a minimum of maintenance and 
repair works should be carried out. In 
the case of churches of architectural o1 
historic value, it is safe to say that almosi 
any use is preferable to their destruction. 
Certain safeguards are obviously neces 
sary, and where a church is handed over 
to a secular body provision must be made 
for its recovery if, at a future date, it is 
again required. 

\ further possible solution to the 
problem, adds Miss Cunnington, is the 
removal of the building to another site, 
and she gives some examples of where 
this has been carried out. She con- 
cludes: * There is no question of con- 
demning a good modern design, indeed 
the church should encourage this, but the 
time has surely come to call a halt to the 
destruction of the good work of the past, 
and its replacement, as is all too often the 
case, by something vastly inferior under 
the plea of economy.’

HIS design was the winning entry in the competition 

put out by the Community Centre Concert Hall Board 
in 1956. The assessor was Mr. R. S. Firth, FRIBA. 

The Concert Hall was required to provide for a variety 
of functions ranging from orchestral concerts to roller 
skating. The building is basically a Ctesiphon arch 
supported on tapered raking columns. The stage tower 
roof is constructed of marine grade plywood covered with 


mastic asphalt on standard space deck units. This roof 


carries all the battens, flats and back drops, acoustic 
ceiling, and reflectors. 

The entire structure is of reinforced concrete with the 
auditorium floor of Tauriniro hardwood strip from British 
Guiana, and the other floors of terrazzo. The front and 
rear elevations are enclosed with window wall units, the 
front in anodised aluminium and the rear in timber. 

The roof is of 2 in. thick reinforced concrete and was 
constructed on centring, designed by the contractors, 
consisting of main temporary arch ribs (80 ft. clear span) 
at 10 ft. centres placed at the base of each of the main

OR over a century, stock has been marketed at the 

Smithfield-road site and the new market will provide 
the high standards necessary for the sale of attested stock 
which, at the least, would have had to be provided in the 
old market at great expense. It further caters for the public 
from arriving, parking the car, buying or selling stock, 
having a meal and a drink, to departing. On the twenty- 
five acre market site at Harlescott all these facilities will 
be grouped to give the public complete convenience. 

The new site gives much-improved road access and rail 
facilities for stock and the market has been planned to give 
the present accepted standard of space and arrangement, 
but where possible an effort has been made to make the 
market as advanced as possible. 


The new market lies to the north of the town at the 
Hariescott Cross-roads where a roundabout will be 
constructed when the Ministry of Transport makes funds 
available. Along its main frontage with Harlescott-lane 
there is a range of banks and a restaurant and bar block 
with the main car park (accommodating over a thousand 
cars) covering the whole of the eastern irontage with 
Whitchurch-road, so there is a direct approach on the 
A.49 trunk road and by the secondary roads from east and 
west. 

The restaurant and bar block is flat-roofed with external 
finishes in brick, timber and giass and has a separate car 
park so that private lettings of the building do not neces- 
sitate the opening of the whule market. Heating is by 
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electric underfloor cables and the internal finishes vary 
from brick, stone and timber in their natural colours to 
brightly coloured ceilings and floor coverings. 

The range of seven banks adjacent to the Restaurant 
have a separate service road and have been provided by the 
Corporation insofar as the structure and external ele- 
vations are concerned, but the internal arrangement and 
furnishings are to be provided by the individual banking 
concerns. The single-storey block is wholly glazed on the 
road side and has coloured decorative panels at the rear. 


— 


The pens and sale rings are in a line north from the 
restaurant and consist of three main blocks interconnected 
with paved walkways so that all points of stock sales can 
be easily traversed in five minutes. The first block has an 
elevational treatment of patterned rock faced walls with 
their function expressed in three semi-circular sale halls 
for fat, barren and store cattle respectively. Each sale 
hall is similar, with tiered standing accommodation for 120 
persons and connecting covered ways between, which 
incorporate storage spaces and toilets.

Each sale ring has separate entrance and exit on each 
side of the auctioneer’s rostrum and the store cattle and fat 
cattle rings are equipped with the most up-to-date mach- 
ines. The stores ring has an electrically-operated batch 
weighbridge and the fat cattle are weighed on two single 
beast machines. 

Behind these sale halls there is an acre of pens for 1,425 
beasts in lots of ten, with alleyways between and double 
acting gates to control a one-way system of moving the 
animals around. The fat cattle section has a covered 
inspection pen with a weighbridge. 

A short distance along the wide paved walkway there is 
the dairy section. This block has a two-storey front which 
contains trade and commercial offices in addition to a 
small bar and restaurant and behind this is the sale hall 
with tiered seating for 550 people. The hall is centrally 
heated and the auctioneer’s rostrum equipped with an 
amplification system. 

Beyond the dairy section there is a building within the 
walkway provided for the Shrewsbury Livestock 
Auctioneers. 

The last block in the line has covered lairages for calves 
and pigs on three sides and open pens in the middle for 
sheep. The layout in the calves and pigs sections is basically 
the same with pens in the shape of an “I” so as to give 
better vision of the animals as opposed to the ordinary 
back-to-back arrangement in the sheep section. Walkways 
over the pens are provided for the auctioneers selling from 
the pens although small portable sale rings could be 
accommodated in the circulation space if necessary. 

The block has been designed to pen 608 calves, 1,328 
pigs and 4,120 sheep with weighbridges for the fatstock. 
Low walls on the inside of the block make it possible for 
buyers to see at a glance the progress of sales in all the 
other sections. There is a row of eight pens adjacent to 
the latter block where stock may be sold by private treaty. 

In all the lairages every effort has been made to give easy 


but controlled movement of animals and the spread of 


disease has been eliminated to the maximum by segregating 
the classes and by the incorporation of underfloor drainage 
channels. In the pig sections this has been emphasised 
to the extent of separately draining each individual pen 
and having solid partitions in the lower part of the division 
fencing. Ali pennage has high quality concrete floors with 
surface finishes to prevent skidding and is fully serviced 
with high pressure water for cleansing purposes.

3—DERBYSHIRE AND 
THE POTTERIES 


By Arthur W. Kenyon, CBE, FRIBA 


HAD talked, heard and seen so much of 

architecture and building in Coventry, 
Birmingham and Lichfield and met so many 
interesting people there, that by the time | 
arrived in Derbyshire I needed a slight 
pause to allow the thought-digestive pro- 
cesses to perform their needful function. | 
was nearing very familiar and much loved 
ground. I have known Derbyshire in snow, 
hail and sunshine, but I confess that it is a 
part of the world where the snow and hail 
tend to predominate. On this May morn- 
ing it was the turn for sunshine. The blos- 
som was out and the hilly, wooded country 
appeared like a fresh, green, verdant 
pasture. I knew of no better place to 
collect my thoughts and reflect on building 
in general than in this unsung Derbyshire 
country of my youth, where such building 
as you see is in the native grey stone—calm, 
simple cottages and farm buildings, nestling 
reposefully in hillside and dale. It is easy 
to become sentimental and unreal in such 
surroundings, but nobody would, | think, 
deny me my just feelings of pride in our 
heritage of stone and my moment of regret 
for the ninety quarries which I am told have 
closed out of the hundred which operated 
before the war. But I was determined that 
nostalgic lament for neither lost crafts nor 
lost youth should come between me and the 
matter in hand, and I opined that I could 
take all in my stride by settling for archi- 
tecture in the solid and the round at my 
well-loved Haddon Hall, just outside 
Bakewell. 


It would be foolish of me to try to des- 
cribe Haddon: the guide books do it so 
well. As there is no official guide, you can 
wander round at your leisure and take in the 
beauty of the well proportioned rooms 
with their large windows looking out on to 
parklands and pasture. What a satisfying 
place it must have been to live in, and what 
a pity—just for once I may say it—that we 
cannot afford Haddon Halls any more. But 
it served my purpose well: it gave me 
pleasant memories, time to reflect and a re- 
stored sense of the proportion of things. 

A pleasant drive took me on to Matlock, 
where the County Offices have now estab- 
lished themselves in Smedley’s Hydro; a 
rural change from their former home in 
Derby. The hydro, an enormous nonde-

script building stuck on the top of a steep 
hill, used to be known as Smedley’s Folly, 
for it was said that Smedley, having built 
this outsize establishment at tremendous 
expense, found he could not get the famous 
waters up to it. Be that as it may, they 
must have eventually arrived and Mr. 
Smedley must have had great faith in them, 
for the building, with corridors 10 ft. wide, 
contained at least 200 bedrooms (all now 
used as single offices) in this famous curative 
resort of Matlock Spa. The decoration was 
poor and tawdry, but the cubic content was 
certainly there. The tea lounge, a feature 
of all such places, is now used as a taxation 
office with steel cabinets surrounded by 
classic orders—a sobering sight! The dining 
room with its great skylight has now, at 
some expense, been transformed into a 
modern council chamber, but the classical 
décor around the walls still survives, whilst 
the architects’ offices, with their numerous 
qualified assistants and drawing boards, 
occupy the great lofty, iron-trussed drinking 
hall where the bitter and restorative waters 
used to be taken at stated hours of the day. 
The grotto still has its goldfish although it 
is now a sample room, but no doubt the 
goldfish rank as samples of suitable modern 
décor. The terraced gardens, almost like 
the cascades of the Villa d’Este, lead down 
to the car park below. I had a private 
vision of an enormous white elephant being 
harnessed for unaccustomed labour. 


Local Work 


The Deputy County Architect, Enwarp 
ASHBURNER, gave up his afternoon to telling 
me and showing me as much as he could of 
the local work. He is a strong supporter 
of the Nottingham, Derby and Lincoln 
Society of Architects, and he told me that 

the local societies 
arrange very 
good lectures 
which enjoy good 
attendances 
when the speak- 
ers are well 
known. Amongst 
themselves they 
discuss RIBA 
policy and archi- 
_ tectural edu- 
cation, but it 
was interesting 
to hear that the 
members who 
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fill the buses to attend the RIBA annual 
general meeting for mass attack on high 
policy, are missing from these local 
discussions. 

| also met in Matlock Mr. WiILDGoose of 
the old-established building firm of Wild- 
goose and Son. It was natural in the heart 
of Derbyshire that I should talk of the 
stonemason and his dying craft, but | was 
more than delighted to hear from Mr. 
Wildgoose that stone is in good demand 
again and he has high hopes of a recovery 
in stonework generally. He endorsed the 
opinion, which | heard time and again on my 
travels, that prices had become very low and 
he voiced the thought that some of the big 
London builders were taking local work at 
a reduced rate in order to maintain their 
organisations in full. It would seem that 
now is the time to build in these parts if you 
are a client. 

The countryside of England can change 
character very quickly and in the thirty-odd 
miles from Derby to Stoke-on-Trent you 
leave the rich, wooded farmlands of Derby- 
shire for the more stunted growth of the 
industrialised land of the Potteries. As the 
square wooden cooling tower and _ brick 
bottle-shaped chimneys appear on the hor- 
izon, thoughts turn to Arnold Bennett. The 
factories are called Pot Banks and these 
mingle with the conical slag heaps and the 
winding gear of the coal mines into a land- 
scape which conveys all the character of the 
local industry at a glance. The local coal, 
because of its high fusion properties, has 
played an important part in the develop- 
ment of the pottery industry ; so much so 
that clay is brought from as far afield as 
Cornwall for firing in the coal-fired fur- 
naces. I am told, however, that this form 
of firing is now being replaced by electricity, 
so perhaps the slag heaps and the pictur- 
esque bottle furnaces will one day depart 
from the scene. 


Many old and famous names from the 
china cupboard are to be found here in 
Stoke and there is no doubt that you are 
right in the heart of the pottery industry. 
I was particularly fortunate in meeting here 
CHARLES GREEN, an architect who belongs 
to a local family of potters, and who had 
arranged a most interesting day for me. It 
pleased me to find a local architect working 
in his own family setting, for I felt that this 
was architecture fulfilling its primary 
function—that of building for the needs of 
the people with whom the architect lives 
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and works. I was introduced to Sam 
GreEN, of the Crown Staffordshire China 
Co., the architect’s brother and client, who 
took me round his factory and told me a 
great deal in a short space of time about the 
industry. I would say it is one of the most 
conservative of all our industries, and I 
felt that the workers were all individuals 
doing individual work in the tradition of 
their fathers. The firing process a dinner 
plate goes through to get that wonderful 
glaze and permanent decoration and lovely 
gold edge is a thing I shall remember 
whenever I sit down to a meal. New de- 
signs are constantly being introduced, but 
the old patterns are continued year in year 
out and there is always a demand for 
repetitions. 

This brief glimpse 
into the traditional 
industry gave me an 
excellent background 
of local colour for my 
study of the local 
building affairs, and 
this was further help- 
ed by a most enjoy- 
able lunch at the 
delightful Potters 
Club with Charles 
Green who, steeped 
as he is in the pottery 
tradition of the old 
family business, prob- 
ably knows as well as 
anyone how to build 
for it. He told me 
that the potters make 
good clients for they 
know exactly what 
they want. But local 
practice is not, of 
course, confined to 
work for the potteries, 
and the local architects are ready to take all 
in their stride. Green and another local 
architect, BiLt CAMPBELL, took me on a 
most interesting tour of local work and 
showed me, amongst other things, some of 
the housing being done by the County 
authority. They told me of very happy 
relationships between architects and build- 
ers which was good to hear, for | found that 
the architects there carry quite heavy 
responsibilities, especially on supervision, 
as most of their work is done without the 
aid of clerks of works. They obviously 
need to have a very sound knowledge of 
building construction. and I would be sorry 
for anyone who hoped to start up in practice 
there without a very good background of 
knowledge and experience. 

I next moved on to Newcastle-under- 
Lyme, only fifteen minutes journey away 
from Stoke ; but where Stoke is grey with 
industry, slag heaps and factories, New- 
castle is a market town with a busy street 
and market stalls which were almost gay 
had it not been that the awnings were in 
sad need of renewal. With a little ex- 
penditure on awnings, the local council 
could make a really gay little street of 
distinctive character. The two adjoining 
towns have quite individual entities, and |] 
can see no good reason why either should 
wish to annexe the other, as I hear is the 
case. 

I learned that high controversy reigns at 
Newcastle over the proposed new £456,000 
civic centre because it is traditional in style.

I do not wish to take sides in this matter 
except to reflect that it would seem as 
important to avoid introducing modern- 
istic styles into traditional settings as it is 
to condemn traditional design in modern 
developments. I hardly think the Anti- 
Uglies can have both the halfpenny and the 
gingerbread, even in these days of social 
security. 

I was taken on a most interesting and 
informative tour of Newcastle by the 
Housing Manager, Mr. GEORGE JOHNSTON. 
He was able to show me consistently good 
progress in housing since the war, and 
although the design could not claim to be 
contemporary, it was nevertheless good 
and satisfying, and the property was ex- 
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tremely well maintained. The layouts were 
sound and the open spaces carefully pre- 
served, and the development did great 
credit to those in charge. The architects 
to the Bournville Village Trust have been 
responsible for the work throughout, but I 
understand that the Borough Surveyor is 
now taking over responsibility for future 
housing work. 1! was told that in certain 
areas building is impossible because of 
dangerous subsidences which take place, 
and full records are kept of these areas. 

Mr. Johnston provided me with much 
interesting data about their housing pro- 
gramme, and he also showed me some of the 
private estate development where I saw 
some very attractive houses, including his 
own, where his very charming wife pro- 
vided coffee. 

I have seen much to 
admire and approve in 
my travels and I hope 
I have faithfully record- 
ed this because it is my 
belief that the high- 
lightingof good practice 
and the advocation of 
policies which are con- 
ducive to sound build- 
ing are better ways of 
furthering the cause 
than a general denun- 
ciation of bad practice 
and policies whenever 
they are sighted. But 
at this stage I feel I 
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should record that in many places | 
have visited I have been disappointed to 
find local authorities designing all their own 
work. This does not produce a healthy 
architecture, and as policy I feel it savours 
of arrogance and perhaps a little of ignor- 
ance. In the larger places where a good 
proportion of the work is being done by 
private architects, | found much more 
lively architecture with individual rather 
than standard solutions of problems, and 
this was stimulating and refreshing in its 
total effect. In all these places I found that 
private architects responded well to the 
general direction laid down by the local 
authority, while their contribution avoided 
the deadly dullness of those areas where the 
local authority turned all their buildings out 
of the one designing machine. 

Another point which has troubled me on 
my travels is the repeated revelation that 
architects hold a relatively insignificant 
position in the hierarchy of professions, 
whilst being precluded by codes of pro- 
fessional practice from claiming any status 
in the business world. This was brought 
home to me particularly in Stoke where | 
was told that in the Chamber of Commerce 
Trade Directory, solicitors, doctors and 
accountants were all listed under their pro- 
fessional designation, but architects were 
obliged to accept the ignominous title of 
* Miscellaneous * so that there might be no 
suggestion of advertising! There are 
times when I feel that the poor architect 
does not get the best of any world and | 
wonder how this comes about. Is the fault, 
like Brutus’s, in themselves rather than in 
their stars that they are underlings ? 

After my intensive round of visits in the 
Midlands where I felt I had lived with the 
entire building industry, I had planned the 
final indulgence of a night at Stratford- 
upon-Avon where I intended to see neither 
architects nor builders ; I had even had the 
fanciful idea that I would not look at 
buildings, but that was vain thinking, since 
I do not remember ever making a journey 
anywhere without looking at buildings. I 
had no doubt that I should be able to get 
through quite nicely without Ann Hatha- 
way’s Cottage, but as ELISABETH SCOTT was 
in my office when she got news that she had 
won the famous theatre competition, it was 
unlikely that I would get through without 
looking at the Memorial Theatre. Indeed, 
I had no intention of spending an evening 
in Stratford on the outside of the theatre, 
and although I am told that tickets for 
Saturday evening performances there are 
more precious than gold this season, I did 
not doubt that a secretary who has taught 
me to take all miracles of organisation for 
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granted, would make the 
arrangements. 

The play was * All’s Well that Ends Well,’ 
which seemed a fitting enough finale for my 
tour. The excellent seats which secretarial] 
competence had procured for me at the 
front of the dress circle made a good 
vantage point for seeing play and theatre 
alike, and the combination provided a 
most pleasurable evening. The foyers are 
spacious and very pleasant with their 
lovely views of the river, and the internal 
planning of the theatre is quite admirable. 
By this time everyone has formed their 
individual opinion on the merits of the 
architecture, but I personally think the 
choice of this design at the time it was made 
was a brave and admirable one.

‘All's Well that Ends Well’ 


By the time we left Stratford, summer was 
really here, and as we headed homewards 
1 could only think what a lovely country 
ours is when the sun shines and the trees 
are green, and how fortunate we are to live 
in it. It was really very good to be alive 
at all on such a day, but to be in England 
and an architect ...! But we were back 
at Marble Arch once more. I had headed 
north instead of south ; I had met archi- 
tects and builders as I had planned to do ; 
I had seen their work and their offices and 
their homes and I had listened to all they 
had so willingly told me about their work. 
What did it all add up to and what useful 
purpose, if any, had I served? A most 
pleasant and enjoyable trip | had certainly 
had, and most interesting and talented 
colleagués i had assuredly met. What 
account was I to give of it all ? 


I add it all up 
I think the first and strongest impression 
of my journey is that there are a great many 
really good, serious and talented people in 


the building industry—architects and build- 
ers and those who work with them—all 
working very hard and painstakingly, and 
there is a very great deal of honest-to- 
goodness ‘building going on. This may 
sound a very easy and very safe and rather 
meaningless generalisation, but it is more 
than that: it is a considered statement of 
opinion which | would not have been pre- 
pared to make with the same emphasis if I 
had not been to see for myself. 

The evidence all goes to show that the 
best all-round architecture is done in areas 
where the local authority has the wisdom 
to employ a competent architect to take 
charge of its building policies, and where 
that architect with equal wisdom invites 
local practising architects to collaborate 
with him in the development of his area and 


sees that they are given local work to do 
This seems to operate most successfully in 
the larger areas, for here the local author- 
ity, whilst giving out work to private firms, 
can still maintain a large architectural de- 
partment of its own to carry cut a great 
bulk of the work. The smaller authorities, 
on the other hand, seem to tend to keep all 
the work in their own hands, building up as 
big a department as they can carry, and in 
these areas the local architects in private 
practice are given little or no opportunity 
to collaborate in the design of public build- 
ings. I find this policy, in all cases, pro- 
ductive of indifferent results, as the work 
of the department tends to become stale 
and at the best uninspired, while local archi- 
tects who might have worked up healthy 
individual practices of their own tend to be 
discouraged from such enterprise and the 
quality of private practice likewise suffers. 
Private Practice 

As long as there is private practice there 
will always be the successful and the not- 
so-successful, and I would say in the main 
that the degree of success is commensurate 
with the quality of practice. Many of the 
smaller men, however, of the kind who do 
not in any case aspire to build town halls, 
are beginning to feel that the day of private 
practice is slowly ending, except perhaps 
for the very chosen few, and that the service 
which it has hitherto performed will at 
some date in the future be entirely absorbed 
by official departments and business firms. 

This last visit has taken me to perhaps the 
most prosperous area of the country. | 
certainly had the impression in Coventry 
and Birmingham of an almost overwhelm- 
ing prosperity everywhere, and I formed 
this opinion not just from my interviews 
with building colleagues but from my own 
observations in the hotels, streets and shops 
and from other encounters. What en- 
couraged and pleased me most was that 
apart from the superficial vulgarities which 
always accompany industrial prosperity, 
the general air of wellbeing seemed to 
generate enterprise and increased en- 
deavour rather than any relaxation of effort 
or decadent leisure. I was not out to award 
medals for architecture or to attempt a 
professional critic’s job : but I was out to 
find whether practices were good and 
whether honest building was being done 
within the limits of possibility. I also 
wanted to know, more than anything else, 
what architects and builders found right 
and wrong about things, and what problems 
they had to meet, but I found on this 
journey a remarkable degree of satisfaction 
with life, and this from principals and 
assistants alike. I did not even encounter 
the problems of staff which I had met else- 
where, and when I next give my advice toa 
young man starting in practice to go to the 
provinces, I think | would add, * but not to 
the Midlands unless you are sure you know 
what you are doing.’ 

Architects and builders seem to lie thick 
on the ground in the Midlands as com- 
pared with the country areas in the south 
on my previous journey, and I suppose this 
is only to be expected in view of the amount 
of work to be done. 
work is faster and more virile and a general 
atmosphere of busyness prevails. But this 
is perhaps only comparing industrial with 
country practice. 


The whole tempo of 
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The spread of the big national builders 
to the smaller towns where they are doing 
not only the big works, where their tower 
cranes are needed, but the smaller jobs 
which have previously been done by the 
local firms, is something which I view with 
slight misgiving. The local tradition of the 
small firms who have handed down their 
business from generation to generation is 
not something to be lightly swept aside, and 
I would not like to see these individual firms 
of local craftsmen swallowed up by the large 
building organisations. 


All my discussions with builders in 
different parts of the country have con- 
firmed my own view that new standards of 
training for foremen and clerks of works 
are needed right now. The builders are 
waking up to this and are vaguely consider- 
ing what to do about their foremen, but I 
have still to meet anyone who is considering 
what is to be done about the clerks of 
works who should be men of equal, if not 
superior, quality to the foremen. 

The * package deal’ is another point 
which I find is generally exercising the 
minds of most people who are thinking 
seriously about the industry Everyone 
agreed that, prima facie, there are obvious 
advantages for the client in it, and I believe 
we shall all have to get down to some 
serious thinking on these lines before we are 
very much older 

The real satisfaction to me of these 
journeyings, however, is not the weight of 
any conclusions I may reach, but the fact 
that I have moved amongst my colleagues 
and friends of the building industry ex- 
changing views and evoking thoughts, 
sometimes bringing people together in a 
mutual exchange and pooling of ideas. I 
believe that this “movement in the foot- 
hills ’ achieves results which are not easily 
defined in terms of declared policy, but 
I like to think that it makes for a sense of 
human togetherness in this job we all do 
which could so easily become dehumanised 
in its modern phase. 

Architects have not always been a 
united profession and those who design and 
those who build have sometimes found 
themselves tugging at opposite ends of the 
rope. I hope that one architect at large 
with no other brief than a self-imposed 
mission of good will and the task of chron- 
icling his travels is not altogether wasting 
his time.

foray fashion store was completed in 1957 for Messrs. Cooks of St. Paul's, replacing 
the original shop built about 100 years ago and burnt down in 1948. Planning 
restricted the building to two storeys and a set back of 15 ft. was required for street 
widening. As a result most of the basement is utilised as selling space. 

The site was once a mill pond on the Cadnant River which now passes in an 
underground stone culvert. The building is supported on 120 concrete piles each 
approximately 20 ft. long and resting on a slate bed. The basement is constructed 
in reinforced concrete and tanked to resist considerable flooding from the river and 
the sewer which backs up and floods the streets at the rear and the yard. Special 
precautions are taken to prevent the sewer flooding the basement. 

The superstructure is of steelwork cantilevered outside the basement with reinforced 
concrete floors and staircases. The asphalt roof is laid on 2 in. cork and has in situ 
concrete roof lights. The beams project above the roof line allowing for the first 
floor ceiling to be flat. The walls throughout are of cavity construction faced with 
2 in. grey-brown hand made Lincolnshire bricks and pointed in golden Leighton 
Buzzard sand mixed with white cement. 

The floor finishes are plastic tile in the basement, linoleum on the ground floor, 
and carpeting on the first floor. The shop front is in bronze with a green marble 
plinth. The heating is by panel warming with oil-fired boilers to avoid the encum- 
brance of radiators. There is a pneumatic despatch system. 

The total cost, exclusive of shop fittings, was approximately £85,000.

—_ block of eight shops, with two-storey maisonettes 

over, is sited to face south-east, on a gently sloping 
irreguiar shaped piece of ground which is bounded on the 
north by the limits of the Malpas Drill Hall site, and on 
the south by Blackett-avenue and Russell-drive, both of 
which have access to the shops. To the east the site is 
effectively screened from the main Malpas-road by a fine 
belt of trees. The shops serve the southern section of 
Malpas Estate and can easily be reached from all parts 
of the estate. 

The maisonettes have been planned directly over the 
corresponding shops, but as access to them had to be 
separate to allow for independent letting, an access 
corridor and stairs has been provided between each pair 
of shops, each staircase giving access to a 
maisonettes.

As the 
fabric pattern used for sunblinds was also a matter of free 
choice from a large range, neatness has resulted without 
monotony. 

The external wall to maisonettes above the shop-fascia 
is cement rendered and colour washed in pink, contrasting 
with the black faience tiles cladding the circular reinforced 
columns which are exposed in front of the 
splayed shop fronts. 

Interior decoration and finishings to the shops and

OBITUARY 


Sir Jacob Epstein 


[' is some measure of the value of 
popular judgment on questions of art 
that Epstein, whose early wo.ks were 
violently abused and, where they were 
accessible, periodically daubed with paint, 
should have ended up as a respected mem- 
ber of the Establishment with a knight- 
hood, entrusted with important public 
commissions. The change was not in 
Epstein but in popular opinion, which 
would appear to have found a more invit- 
ing target in the abstract sculptures of 
Henry Moore. 

Epstein’s potentialities as an architectural 
sculptor were very early appreciated by 
Messrs. Adams, Holden and Pearson, who 
in 1907-8 commissioned him to carry out 
eighteen figures on the new building for the 
British Medical Association in the Strand 
These figures, carved in situ, met with a 
storm of abuse on the score of their alleged 
indecency. In 1935, when the building was 
taken over by the Southern Rhodesian 
Government, it was proposed to remove 
them because of their * unsuitability’ and 
danger of disintegration, but ultimately, after 
representations by the Royal Fine Art Com- 
mission, six only removed the 
remainder repaired. 

Other controversial works followed, 
including the monument to Oscar Wilde in 
the Cemetery of Pére Lachaise, Paris, and 
the ‘Rima’ memorial to W. H. Hudson in 
the bird sanctuary in Hyde Park, the latter 
being frequently defaced by hooligans. The 
architectural setting of “ Rima’ was designed 
by Mr. Lionel Pearson. Violent criticism 
broke out also over Epstein’s *‘ Day’ 
‘Night’ sculptures on the London 
port headquarters building at St

Park, the architects for which were again 
Messrs. Adams, Holden and Pearson. Some 
of his later works of architectural sculpture, 
however, found public favour. In 1953 his 
bronze * Madonna and Child’ on the blank 
wall of a convent in Cavendish-square, Lon 
don, was greeted as a masterpiece, and there 
was much praise for his * Christ in Majesty, 
a sixteen-feet statue in aluminium, 
erected in 1957 on the organ screen of Llan 
daff Cathedral. Not long before he died, 
however, the Chancellor of York Diocese, 
following a petition of protest against a pro 
posal to place his sculpture “Ecce Homo” in 
Selby Abbey, Yorkshire, faculty 
for this purpose 

Epstein was something of a showman, 
who was well aware of the value of his 
more controversial monumental carvings in 
keeping his name before the public—works 
such as his ‘Adam,’ a figure carved from 
a block of Derbyshire alabaster weighing 
three tons, his ‘Consummation Est,’ a giant 
figure of Christ crucified, his ‘ Lazarus,’ 
carved out of a block of Hoptonwood stone, 
and his * Genesis,’ a gross female figure in 
carved stone that sold for £4,200 last year

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HE client felt strongly that the normal showroom with 

a multiplicity of sub-divisions to the windows was 
quite ineffectual so far as the passing motorist was con- 
cerned. An unbroken show window about 80 ft. long, 
free from reflections and obstructions, and a simple back- 
ground for display was the requirement. 


The window is admittedly subdivided by small mullions 
at 12 ft. centres, but the supporting truss above spans 72 ft. 
in the clear and comes down on two 4 in. by 4 in. stanchions 
which are quite unnoticed within the showroom. In the 
window structure, allowance has been made for consider- 
able movement. The canopy acts as a wind brace as well 
as a baffle for reducing reflections in the windows. The 
client required the windows to be kept vertical and 
reduction of reflections is mainly achieved by generous 
roof lighting through acrylic sheets. 

The roof, which curves down to the floor, is carried on 
tubular steel trusses bedded in blocks of concrete at the 
rear. No two sides of the building are parallel and the 
design of the roof and organisation of the aluminium 
sheeting was a difficult problem. Each truss is different. 
The roof covering is aluminium sheeting with mastic 
jointing. It was chosen partly for reflective qualities, but 
especially because it is obtainable in sheets 20 ft. long 
which is sufficient to place the highest end joint well on 
the way down the sloping roof. 


As there was bound to be some movement in a structure 
as light as this, the choice of a ceiling finish was restricted. 
Sprayed asbestos met this requirement and also provided 
excellent acoustic conditions. The softness of the surface 
is a disadvantage, but up to the level of the lowest windows 
it was sprayed with a hardening coating. 

The total cost was £15,540, which works out at 70s. 8d. 
per square foot of usable floor area, or 4s. 2d. per foot cube.

A TESTAMENT. By Frank Lloyd Wright. Pp. 
256, illustrated. (The Horizon Press, New 
York, and the Architectural Press, Lon- 
don.) Price 70s 


TINHE distinguished author of this book 

- died on April 9 last, a month before its 
publication in England and two months 
before his ninetieth birthday. The date of the 
American copyright is 1957, so evidently he 
lived to see the work completed before his 
death. He was generally recognised as one 
of the world’s outstanding contemporary 
architects, and it seems possible that 
posterity will continue to accept that view 
for at least some years ahead. At any rate 
this ‘ testament’ is his parting gift to human 
ity, and contains a useful selection of his 
wonderfully original buildings as well as 
many of the original but often vague ideas 
that constituted his architectural philosophy 

As a factual autobiography it is disap 
pointing, but other writers have provided the 
essential data, among them his own son in 
the volume tastelessly entitled *My Father 
which is on Earth’ (1946). F. L. Wright 
himself was also a voluminous writer, 
though many of his books are prolix, and 
contain a good deal of nebulous sociology 

Before completing his course in engineet 
ing at Wisconsin University, he ran away to 
Chicago, spent a year with an architect there, 
and then in 1889 entered the office of Louis 
Sullivan, who became his mentor, and from 
whom so many of his ingenious and uncon 
ventional ideas were derived. Four years 
later he started independent practice in' 
Chicago 

The text of this sumptuously produced 
book is comparatively short—about 35,000 
words in all—and consists mainly of philo 
sophical theorising; so that the numerous 
admirable illustrations are allowed to speak 
for themselves, with only a modicum of cap 
tions. They picture most of his principal 
buildings. Among them are his own studio 
at Oak Park, 1895; the school at Spring 
Green, 1902; the Larkin Building at Buffalo, 
1904; Unity Temple, Oak Park, 1906; the 
Midway Gardens, Chicago, 1913-4; Imperiai 
Hotel, Tokio, 1915-22; Taliesin, in its various 
successive stages, 1911 onwards; * Falling 
Water,’ the famous house in Pennsylvania, 
1936; the chapel of Florida Southern 
College, 1940; the amazing Guggenheim 
Museum, New York, 1943; the extraordinary 
‘tower’ at Racine, 1947; First Unitarian 
Church at Madison, 1949; another curious 
tower’ at Bartlesville, 1953-6; a host of 
remarkable country houses in a style all his 
own, but always harmonising with carefully 
chosen landscape effects 

Finally, in 1956, came his incredible design 
for a mile-high building The Illinois "—to 
house 130,000 people (and 15,000 cars, under 
cover). This is a structure of 528 storeys, 
in the form of a pencil, ‘approximately tri 
angular in plan. Truly a, fitting culmination 
for his unique career, and this when he was 
far above fourscore years old!

To the Editor of The Builder 
IR,—In your issue of June 12 you pub- 
lished an article on problems raised 
by electrical floor panel heating. The 
article mentioned a number of woods as 
suitable for use where this form of heat- 
ing is installed. 

The Council of this Association, the mem- 
bers of which have much practical experi- 
ence of these problems, felt that many of 
the woods mentioned by you were open to 
criticism on the grounds that they are insuf- 
ficiently stable. 

The considered opinion of the members of 
the Council was that in all circumstances the 
most suitable wood for this purpose is 
Muninga. Burma Teak, Afzelia, Iroko and 
Missanda have also been found to be satis- 
factory: but the use of Opepe, Guarea, 
Banga Wanga, Afrormosia, Niangon, 
Muhuhu, and Sapele is liable to be disap- 
pointing.

Nonsuch Palace and Some Related 
Buildings 


To the Editor of The Builder 

IR,—In connection with the excava- 

tions which are now being carried 
out on the site of Nonsuch Palace, Ewell, 
it may be of interest to recall that 
although the palace, built by Henry VIII 
about 1538, was pulled down by the 
Duchess of Cleveland in the time of 
Charles II, some vestiges of it still remain 
besides those found in situ. 

I refer to the hall panelling and other 
features at Loseley Park, near Guildford, 
taken there from Nonsuch when it was 
demolished. The panelling is very unusual 
and deserves to be better known than it is. 
Nonsuch was built for Katherine Parr, and 
one of the panels dears her initials while 
others have ‘H R’° with the portcullis of 
Henry VIII. At the far end of the hall the 
panelling is carved ‘in perspective,’ and 
although the carving is not more than about 
i-in, deep it conveys the illusion of arched, 
alcoved and tile-paved corridors in a quite 
remarkable way. Another feature of interest 
at Loseley that came from Nonsuch is a 
marble table on an alabaster support, featur- 
ing the Tudor Rose and the Scottish Thistle. 
This was specially made for Henry VIII. 

Loseley House itself, dating from 1562- 
1570, is of course essentially an Eliza- 
bethan structure, though it has a door- 
case of pure Renaissance type, but as the 
stone came from the ruins of Waverley 
Abbey, near Farnham, the fabric may be 
said to be at least 700 years old. Henry 
VIII himself despoiled Merton Priory of 
much of its stonework for the building of 
Nonsuch Palace, so it may be said that 
Loseley, historic in its own right, is com- 
pounded of two, perhaps three, other historic 
buildings, 

Of Merton Priory, which dated from the 
twelfth century, nothing remains but some 
portions of the monastery wall with a gate- 
way, though a fine Norman arch discovered 


in 1914 built into the wall of a residence 
then standing was taken down and rebuilt 
in the churchyard of Merton Church. 

In a small, beautifully laid-out garden, 
under the care of Merton and Morden UDC, 
near the disused Merton Abbey railway 
Station, a sculptured commemorative stone 
provided by Merton College, Oxford, and 
the Merton and Morden Historical Society 
has lately been set up bearing a plan of the 
Priory with the following inscription: ‘ Here 
stood once the High Altar and part of the 
Church of Merton Priory, a House of the 
Austin Canons, 1117-1538,’ 

Any antiquarian-minded reader, starting 
in his car from London, could with profit 
visit these four curiously related historical 
sites comfortably in a day, with plenty of 
time for meditation and refreshments.

Fire Prevention and the Architect 
To the Editor of The Builder 
S/R. Your leading article of August 

7 (Emergency Issue), ‘ Fire Preven- 
tion and the Architect,’ makes a number 
of valuable points on the relationship 
between architects and Chief Fire 
Officers. The subject of your article is 
one which FIDOR has been increasingly 
concerned with in recent months. As the 
development organisation in the United 
Kingdom for hardboard and insulating 
fibreboard, we are concerned to ensure 
the safe and correct use of these materials. 

As your leading article suggests, the 
first arch of any bridge between archi- 
tect and fire expert must be built by the 
architectural schools. It was with this in 
mind that FIDOR recently made available 
to architectural schools throughout the 
country a new transportable exhibit which 
sets out the facts on fibre building board 
in relation to the outbreak of fire, flame 
retardance, fire resistance and fire safety. 
This includes a brief account of investiga- 
tions made recently by the Fire Research 
Station on behalf of FIDOR into the 
development of fire in full scale, furnished, 
domestic size interiors with ceilings 
variously lined. 

Here perhaps is the second arch of the 
educational bridge—the job of informing 
architects and students about fire research 
which has a bearing on the design of build- 
ings, whether industrial or domestic. 

The third arch must carry us safely to 
ground on the Chief Fire Officers’ side of 
the gap: for if communications are to be 
of lasting value they must provide a two- 
way link. As applied to fibre building 
boards, this means keeping CFOs informed 
both of changing architectural techniques 
and of technical developments such as the 
now widespread treatment of board with 
flame-retardants, whether by paint, asbestos- 
coating or impregnation. FIDOR’s approach 
to this is to take part in the exhibitions at 
Fire Officers’ conferences and to arrange 
lectures at the Fire Service College and at 
branches of the British Fire Services Asso- 
ciation and the Institution of Fire Engineers, 

No one could claim that the educational 
work of just one section of the building 
materials industry can be the whole answer. 
As your leading article emphasises, the 
materials used in construction are not the 
be-all-and-end-all in fire safety—factors such 
as fire load, dispersion of fuel, ventilation, 
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and building shape have large parts to play. 
Nevertheless, the steps which the fibre build- 
ing board industry is taking do perhaps sug- 
gest lines of approach which will be of practi- 
cal value to builder, architect and Chief 
Fire Officer alike.

Security of Locks 
To the Editor of The Builder 

IR,—We wish that the statement, 

which was reported in your news- 
paper last week as having been made to 
the LMBA by the Assistant Commissioner 
of the City of London Police, had been 
worded differently. 

We agree entirely with the Assistant Com- 
missioner’s recommendation that the subject 
of locks should be given special considera- 
tion. So many locks of poor quality, short 
life, and almost negligible security are fitted 
on the doors of important buildings. Many 
of them can be opened with ordinary keys 
in common use. A much better choice could 
have been made if expert advice had been 
sought first. 

It is not right, however, to classify all 
locks according to the number of levers only. 
So much depends on the arrangement of the 
mechanism within the locks and the degree 
of accuracy with which they are made. 

In the catalogue of this company are some 
three-lever locks for the doors of buildings 
which are made in sets of 36 to differ. 
Another range of superior locks with four 
levers is made for stock purposes in sets of 
140 to differ and the number can be 
increased to 600 if required. No key of 
these locks will operate any lock but its 
own, neither can it be altered to open another 
lock as well as its own.

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News of the Week 


London- Yorkshire Motorway 


R. WATKINSON, Minister of 
Transport and Civil Aviation, has 
decided on a compromise between the 
conflicting demands of traffic, engineer- 
ing, agriculture, and amenity in accepting 
a route proposed by Leicestershire County 
Council for the second section of the 
London to Yorkshire motorway, which 
passes through the county. 

There had been considerable objection 
to two earlier proposals. One of these, 
proposed by the Ministry, placed the 
motorway along the line of the Soar Val- 
ley and took valuable agricultural land. 
An alternative, proposed by the consult- 
ing engineers, took a _ shorter route 
through Charnwood Forest and was 
objected to on amenity grounds. 

The draft scheme, which it is hoped will 
be ready for advertising by the end of the 
year, will cover the whole length of the 
second section of the motorway from 
Crick, near Rugby, where the first part 
ends, to Doncaster. This is a distance of 
86 miles. Sir Owen Williams and Part- 
ners, the consulting engineers, have been 
instructed to produce the detailed plans. 


New Town for Tyneside Overspill 


NORTHUMBERLAND COUNTY COUNCIL 
have approved proposals by the County 
Planning Committee for a new town to 
accommodate the north Tyneside over- 
spill. The town, which will be sited six 
miles north of the Tyne near the mining 
village of Killingworth, will contain a 
population of some 17,000 and be pro- 
vided with a shopping centre and other 
amenities. In order that it shall not 
become another dormitory estate taking 
people some distance from their work, 
adequate provision wili be made for local 
employment as the area industrialists 
take advantage of sites already zoned. 

To build the new town, which is to be 
called North Killingworth, it is proposed 
to acquire by compulsory purchase if 


necessary, about 670 acres of land. The 
cost of the land, some of which is derelict 
and flooded, and of development is esti- 
mated at £420,000. Approval by the 
Minister of Housing and Locai Govern- 
ment has now to be sought. 


Althaliows-on-Sea Expansion 


ALLHALLOWS-ON-SEA, the little-known 
holiday resort on the Kent coast near 
Rochester, may have a great future before 
it. Speculation has arisen from an 
announcement that Strood Council, who 
now control the resort, have prepared a 
master plan for its redevelopment, and 
are awaiting the approval of Kent County 
Council before revealing the details. 

An official statement says: ‘ Although 
the Master Plan may be considered some- 
what ambitious, its ultimate aim is to pro- 
vide a modern holiday resort whilst still 
retaining the attractive rural characteris- 
tics and freedom of the area.’

A HUNDRED YEARS AGO 


From The Builder of August 27, 1859 

Tue DusTHOLE NuIsaNce.—Allow me 
to call upon you to wage war against that 
intolerable nuisance, the dusthole. I do 
not want you to propose to put it farther 
away from the house, or to have it of any 
particular construction, but to get rid of 
it altogether. How to do away with it in 
London I leave for you to propose; but 
how to dispense with it in the suburbs is 
very easy of accomplishment. Where | 
live (Holloway), the dustcart is never to 
be found: we watch, and ask people to 
send the dustman, when they see him, but 
if he comes once in two months we are 
very lucky. I have now, however, given 
him up altogether: my dust-bin is to be 
converted to another use. I dig holes in 
the garden where ashes, the refuse of 
vegetables, &c. are put, and covered over 
with mould every two or three days. We, 
therefore, have no smells now; the grow- 
ing qualities of the ground are improved; 
and I have the satisfaction of knowing 
that I am quite independent of the ‘ regu- 
lar dustman.” The broken crockery 
(which is very considerable in my case), 
comes in very usefully when broken small, 
towards raising paths or making new 
ones.

NEW BUILDING FOR GONVILLE AND 
CAIUS COLLEGE, CAMBRIDGE 


A NEW building is to be erected on a 
site in West-road, Cambridge, to pro- 
vide accommodation for 97 members of 
Gonville and Caius College. A breakfast 
room, a kitchen and a common room are 
to be included. Some garaging and main- 
tenance facilities are also planned. 

The rooms are arranged in the form 
of a court, making possible a future exten- 
sion of consistent character by the erec- 
tion of a second related court. The 
approach by a main drive on the east 
side of the building places the entrance 
at a central point in any future scheme. 

The principal characteristics of plan- 
ning derive from the use of the court 
plan. All rooms in the east, west and 
north wings face inwards and look onto 
the court. The south side is partially 
closed by a block of rooms facing out- 
ward towards the garden. The communal 
rooms, the breakfast room. kitchen, ser- 
vice rooms, etc., are at ground floor level 
with the common room facing the garden. 
This accommodation forms a kind of 
ground floor plinth so that the court- 
yard itself is elevated. From the entrance 
a short ramp leads down to the breakfast 
and common rooms and a flight of steps 
leads up to the courtyard and internal 
access corridor. This corridor runs 
around the building at courtyard level 
and gives covered access to the staircases 
leading to the upper floors. These stair- 
cases are disposed at five points and their 
outward stepping form leads to short 
lengths of landing, each with its group of 
rooms, bathrooms and gyp rooms. This 
arrangement maintains the principle of 
staircase access but reduces considerably 
the number of staircase points and the 
number of flights necessary. 

The staircase arrangement also leads to 
greater freedom in the variety of room 
sizes and this in turn is assisted by the 
stepped or terraced form of the building 
around the court itself. The result is a 
strongly modelled exterior form. 

Materials have been selected to give a 
consistency of surface and weathering 


properties. ‘ihe structure will be of 
simple loadbearing brick. The roof 
covering will be in copper and the win- 
dows in hardwood. 

Internally the landings at each floor 
level serve from three to five rooms. Each 
lobby has its own requisite proportion of 
bathroom, shower, we accommodation 
and a gyp room containing gas rings for 
the room owners. Each staircase has a 
bedder’s room on the first floor and a 
bedder’s cupboard on the second floor. 

The architect for the scheme is Pro- 
fessor Sir Leslie Martin, MA, PhD, 
FRIBA, in association with Mr. Colin 
St. John Wilson, MA, ARIBA. 


Two New Universities ? 


YorK is to make a new application, 
next year, to the University Grants Com- 
mittee for assistance in establishing a 
flourishing university within the city’s 
boundaries. Since the last application was 
made, in 1947, the city has not been inac- 
tive, and about £200,000 has been spent 
on the founding of two academic institu- 
tions. With such concrete evidence of 
their intentions the city are confident that 
they have deserved a rehearing. 

Sir Keith Murray, chairman of the 
University Grants Committee, visited 
York recently and it was after this that 
the city began to prepare their case, It is 
proposed that the university should stand 
on a 150-acre site at Heslington Hall. 

Seven members of Norwich Town 
Planning Committee, with officials of 
Norwich Corporation, including the city 
architect, the city engineer and the town 
clerk, inspected, on August 24, the two 
sites in Norwich considered as ideal for a 
university. Both sites consist of over 200 
acres, off the Yare Valley, and are within 
two miles of the city centre. Norwich 
City Council have agreed to provide the 
site for the proposed £3 million university. 
The committee will come to a decision 
when they meet in September. 








‘VALUE FOR MONEY IN BUILDING’ 
Second Conference of the RIBA/RICS Cost Research Liaison 
Committee 


HE second of the series of cost con- 
ferences organised by the RIBA 
under the sponsorship of the RIBA/RICS 
Cost Research Liaison Committee was 
held at Wills Hall, Bristol, from July 2 
to 4. Architects and quantity surveyors 
attended in Jarge numbers, together with 
representatives of the building contractors 
and the client and a consulting engineer. 
Mr. R. Baden Hellard, ARIBA, Chair- 
man of the Liaison Committee, acted as 
Chairman of the Conference, with sup- 
port from Mr. K. Nealon, FRIBA, Presi- 
dent of the Bristol and Somerset Society 
of Architects, Mr. D. J. Bendle, MBE, 
FRICS, Chairman, Quantity Surveyors 
Section, Gloucestershire, Somerset and 
North Wiltshire Branch of the RICS, 
Mr. George Grosvenor, CBE, FIOB, 
Chairman of the Joint Consultative Com- 
mittee of Architects, Quantity Surveyors 
and Builders, and Mr. R. Towning Hill, 
ARIBA, who each chaired a session. 

The Conference was opened by Dr. 
H. G. Tanner, JP, Director of Messrs. 
B. S. and A. Robinson, and a former 
Treasurer of Bristol University, with long 
experience of building from the client's 
point of view. This was followed by the 
presentation of slides illustrating the 
growth of the architectural profession in 
relation to the building industry, the 
national economy and world conditions, 
by the CHAIRMAN and Miss J. M. N. 
Mine, MA, Assistant Secretary, RIBA, 
standing in for Professor J. V. Connolly, 
Director of Sundridge Park Management 
Centre, who was unable to present his 
lecture. 

The first full day of the Conference was 
devoted to the control of building costs 
at the design stage. Mr. J. NisBeT, 
FRICS, Chief Quantity Surveyor, War 
Office, spoke on techniques and methods 
of cost control, Mr. Cyril SWEETT, 
FRICS, Chairman of the RICS Cost 
Research Panel, on cost analysis and its 
application to cost planning and cost con- 
trol techniques. Mr. G. J. J. Hunt, 
ARIBA, of the Building Advisory Service, 
opened a discussion on the alternative 
techniques of cost planning supported by 
Mr. P. W. Grarron, FRICS, of Messrs. 
G. D. Walford and Partners, and Mr. 
Cc. M. Nott, ARICS, Chief Quantity Sur- 
veyor, County Architect’s Department, 
Hertfordshire County Council, authors of 
papers setting out the detailed application 
of these techniques. 


Simple Explanation Needed 


After lengthy discussion both in groups 
and in open forum, the conclusion was 
reached that whilst there was no essen- 
tial difference in approach between the 
methods of cost planning described, the 
working out of the techniques should 
vary to suit the type of job and the kind 
of office carrying it out. What was par- 
ticularly needed was a simple explanation 
of a method which the architect working 
in a small or medium sized office could 
put into practice. 


There was no dissent from the view 
that cost planning could be of great 
benefit to the client in giving him an 
economic job. It was suggested that there 
was a need for something like an ABC 
for the client explaining what was 
involved when he started to build. From 
the client’s point of view there was insist- 
ence that the client must know at the 
outset what expenditure he was being 
committed to, and that the client was 
entitled to know this cost without paying 
extra for cost planning. A more precise 
a}proximate -estimate at the sketch plan 
stage was, therefore, called for 

On the broader aspects of management, 
Mr. J. M. AusTIN-SMITH, FRIBA, gave a 
stimulating talk on the architect's responsi- 
bility for programming and contract 
planning. This showed the close link 
between time planning in the architect’s 
office and cost planning. Attention was 
drawn to the contribution which manage- 
ment techniques could make towards 
giving the client confidence in the archi- 
tect. During the discussion it was sug- 
gested that the RIBA should have a group 
of advisers, on the lines of the Building 
Advisory Service, to whom architects 
could turn for advice on problems of 
management and office organisation. The 
possibility of widening the scope of the 
Building Advisory Service itself to cover 
the building industry as a whole was also 
suggested. There was general agreement 
that the procedures outlined by Mr. 
Austin-Smith were likely to lead to an 
increase in office overheads, but this in 
turn should lead to less time and lower 
costs in the actual design process. It 
was nevertheless considered that the build- 
ing industry’s overheads were too low at 
present when compared with those of the 
manufacturing industry, where millions 
Were spent annually on research and 
development. 


Problems of Management 


In the education of the architect, it was 
thought that students should be given 
a background knowledge of the problems 
of management in order to give them a 
better understanding of the balance 
between the aesthetic and the practical 
that was needed to make the ‘ complete 
architect.” It was considered that the 
main study of management should be 
kept to the post-graduate level. 

Mr. IvAN TOMLIN, of Messrs. Howard 
Farrow Ltd., spoke of the effect of the 
design process on tenders and building 
operations. During the discussion of the 
relationship between the architect and 
the building contractor, the suggestion 
was made that at a certain stage in the 
architect’s career he should enter a con- 
tractor’s organisation for a substantial 
period (five years) to carry out central 
planning, the co-ordination of architects’ 
and engineers’ drawings, method study 
and job organisation. This, it was sug- 
gested, would be good training for archi- 
tects and would also help the builder to 
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understand the aesthetic objectives of the 
architect. In reverse, people with build- 
ing Management experience might be 
invited to join a firm of architects for a 
period. Such methods would help to 
break down the barrier between the two 
sides of the industry. Most of the archi- 
tects present were doubtful of the merits 
of this suggestion, particularly for a 
period as long as five years. 

The need for the early practical train- 
ing of architects was, however, recognised 
and it was thought that practising archi- 
tects should shoulder a much greater 
responsibility for training students and 
younger members of the profession. 

An invaluable lesson in the communi- 
cation of ideas, whether by means of the 
written or the spoken word, was given 
by Mr. A. C. Leyton, LIB, Organiser of 
Liberal Studies, Northampton College of 
Advanced Technology. He gave a vivid 
illustration of how—and how not—to 
chair a meeting that will no doubt prick 
the memory of his audience as they sit 
through meetings in the future. 


Summing-Up 


The Conference closed with the sum- 
ming-up by the Chairman. Mr. R. BADEN 
HELLARD, of which the following is an 
extract:— 

The Conference has introduced the 
management framework necessary to the 
whole building process and put cost plan- 
ning in its proper perspective within this 
framework. It has also developed the 
problems of communication and opera- 
tional efficiency between the different 
members of the building team, and for 
this reason quantity surveyors, builders, 
clients and others were invited. 

From the discussions which have taken 
place it would seem that the value of the 
Conference would have been improved 
had there been a few more clients, 
builders and engineers amongst its mem- 
bership. This gives a pointer for future 
development in later conferences. 

It has been pointed out during the Con- 
ference that the purpose of cost planning 
is not to produce the cheapest building, 
but to produce a balance of expenditure 
within the building so that the various 
parts of it receive a cost target which will 
ensure that the right quality standards 
are chosen for a particular function. A 
variety of viewpoints have been put on 
the methods of cost planning to be used 
—none of which are regarded by the 
Institutes (or perhaps even by their own 
particular: champions) as being univer- 
sally applicable or adequate. It has been 
underlined that they all accord with the 
established principles of management, and 
thev are ways of carrying out the 
administrative function applicable to our 
own industry. 

It has been suggested that attention to 
these administrative procedures are vital 
to a building industry which is respon- 
sible for the largest annual capital expen- 
diture programme in this country—£2,000 
millions a year—and that this must have 
a very considerable effect on the over- 
head costs of British manufacturing 
industry. 

The addition of an extra load on to 
small or even medium sized offices has 
been suggested as being a burden beyond

their capacity. This may result in a com- 
plete rethinking .of the architect’s whole 
position and role in the building team. 
Should he consider himself as _ the 
designer of the building with its accent 
on aesthetics, or as the leader of a build- 
ing team—the -Managing Director of an 
industrial process where his role is to 
guide all those people and departments 
responsible for producing an efficient, 
economic and good looking product—a 
building ? 

This is a key question. Unless the 
architect can direct the operation, how is 
he to see that the client’s instructions are 
successfully interpreted not only in func- 
tion, space planning, and costs, but also 
in aesthetic qualities? The opportunity 
to design buildings where art is para- 
mount and cost of no consequence now 
occurs once in a generation and only to 
one architect. The remainder are prac- 
tising to satisfy the requirements of 
clients, and the profession’s clientele 
today requires value for money. 

Perhaps the client’s opinion of the value 
of our work is more important than that 
of our own or our brother architects. It 
was disturbing to hear the suggestion from 
one of the discussion groups that the 
troubles were really all the client’s fault, 
but surely it is the architect’s job to make 
the client aware of the problems involved 
in designing and executing a building 
project. 

It has been suggested that the tech- 
niques of management which we are try- 
ing to establish, and through which we 
hope to achieve a unity of purpose in the 
building team, can be better fulfilled in 
the atmosphere of the all-in service. If, 
however, we accept the all-in service 
operating alongside the conventional 
building pattern then the two in competi- 
tion may help to produce a greater 
productivity, and in the end lead to a 
better quality product through both 
mediums. 

If this happens it will be equally essen- 
tial for the architect to lead the building 
team within the all-in service, and it would 
seem, therefore, that he must be in those 


organisations as well in a directorial 
capacity. Failing this, the aesthetic con- 
cept will always be the item that suffers 
when compromise is necessary. 

The intention of the discussion on the 
relative merits of the different methods 
available for cost planning was to assist 
the development of new or improved 
methods, so that eventually the selection 
of a system of cost planning could be 
made with the same finesse as a structural 
system is chosen for a-given plan form 
today. 

The question of the relationship 
between maintenance and running costs 
to capital costs was the subject of a paper 
included in the Handbook, but not read 
to the Conference*, and this paper also 
refers to the need for a consideration by 
the architect of the techniques used for 
construction on site, and this point was 
taken up by Mr. Hunt. 

It may be argued that a greater regard 
for constructional facility, or the accept- 
ance of the disciplines of cost control and 
programming will lead to poor aesthetic 
design. This should not be: the purpose 
of these drills is to free more time for 
the development of the architect’s initia- 
tive or aesthetic experience, rather than 
reduce the time, and this should auto- 
matically improve the quality of this part 
of the work. 

Austin-Smith reminded the Conference 
that the whole operation of building must 
be planned from the client’s instructions 
onwards, and at this stage the architect 
is the only person involved. Therefore, 
it must be his responsibility to prepare 
the overall time plan to see that not only 
is the completion date achieved, but also 
that there is adequate time for the design 
of the various elements of the building. 
Success in this aspect of the management 
task will give the architect the confidence 
he needs to manage the contract and 
prevent the disruption of the plans by 
the client’s interference at the wrong time. 

Mr. Leyton stressed that communica- 
tion must always be a two-way process. 


* * Research, cost planning and cost control,” 
by Mr. W. J. Reiners, BSc. 
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First the architect must establish the 
client's confidence in his ability to man- 
age his affairs, and, having established 
this, hold himself responsible for its 
execution. Scientific management skills 
must, therefore, be added to his reper- 
toire, and, as a manager, organising the 
activities of others, he will have to over- 
come the problems of communication. 
In this context perhaps we should look 
at our established procedures, and it may 
be that the maxim ‘ Every time you move 
something you add something to its cost 
but nothing to its value’ could be trans- 
posed into the design field, and every 
time the idea is transferred from one 
paper format to another through sketch 
designs, working drawings, specifications, 
schedules, bills of quantities and construc- 
tion programme until it is finally built, 
we are adding something to the cost of 
the idea but maybe nothing to its value. 

Some of these processes may be essen- 

tial or may be the result of the division 
of the building team into separate camps 
by the contract. 
_ Junius held * That the integrity of men 
is to be measured by their conduct and 
not by their professions, yet we seem to 
think that it is only the builder who is in 
business to make a profit and the archi- 
tect is not similarly motivated. 

It may be that in the past the architect's 
fee structure was so adequate as to per- 
mit his operation without fear of bank- 
ruptcy, or perhaps the fact that his mis- 
takes result in an addition to his fee 
rather than the reverse have permitted us 
to gloss over these problems. 

But further reference to the principles 
of management suggest that there 
are three inseparables—responsibility, 
authority and accountability—and in the 
traditional concept accountability is one 
of these which architects escape, at least 
within a financial concept. 

The Conference has attempted, Mr. 
Baden Hellard concluded, to underline 
the need for the application of basic 
principles of management if we are to 
achieve control of costs upon which sub- 
ject the Conference convened. If it has 
stimulated thoughts and encouraged a 
rethinking of the relationship between all 
the members of the building team and 
of the procedures which we use, perhaps 
this will have been its principal value. 


Safety In Civil Engineering

As 
a further step in its safety campaign, 
the Federation has set up a two-day Civil 
Engineering Safety Training Course for 
Supervisors. This course, which is the first 
of its kind in the industry, has been organised 
in collaboration with the Factory Inspec- 
torate of the Ministry of Labour and 
National Service, the Birmingham and 
District Industrial Safety Group and the 
London Building and Engineering Contrac- 
tors’ Accident Prevention Group.

Mr. T. E. Scott on Architectural Education 


R. BASIL SPENCE, ARA, PRIBA, 
presented the diplomas and gave 
an address to students in the Department 
of Architecture, Surveying and Building, 
Northern Polytechnic, on July 14, when 
the chair was occupied by Mr. Brian R. 
Roberts, MA, chairman of the Governing 
Body. In the course of his report on the 
work of the Department Mr. T. E. Scott, 
CBE, FRIBA, Hon FIBD, who is retiring 
this year, said the School of Architecture 
was established in its present form at the 
end of the 1914-1918 War. When he 
joined the staff in November, 1920, Sir 
Thomas Bennett was Head of the Depart- 
ment, and the speaker acknowledged the 
advice and encouragement received from 
him during the years before he was 
appointed his successor. It was a great 
inspiration to work with him. 

In those early days, continued Mr. 
Scott, architecture was still largely 
regarded as an artistic amenity of build- 
ing; inspiration was for the most part 
derived from the study of the works of 
the past. But it was becoming abundantly 
clear that such a concept of design was 
too restrictive: it was an age when many 
new structural techniques were becoming 
available, and new types of building were 
required for which there were no tradi- 
tional precedents. This was the setting 
for the first International Congress on 
Architectural Education in 1924; there it 
was generally agreed that full-time train- 
ing was necessary to produce architects 
capable of meeting the new and exacting 
demands of the community; architects 
whose knowledge and skill would match 
the advance of science and technology, 
and this in a world where economy and 
efficiency might sometimes be preferred 
to grace and beauty. Perhaps it would 
now be kinder to say that in the event, a 
client is usually more ready to appreciate 
the artistic merits of his building if it 
also satisfies his requirements of efficiency 
in function and economy in cost and time 
of erection. 

These conditions 


have not altered; 


indeed, the vastly changed circumstances 
brought about by the World War have 
intensified the problem; it is sometimes 
suggested that the very existence of our 
profession may well be determined by 
its material efficiency rather than by its 
contribution to aesthetics. This is a 
depressing argument, but it at least 
focuses attention upon our fundamental 
duty as teachers of architecture; to train 
men—and women—who can design 
buildings which not only satisfy the 
demands of a material age, but also make 
a definite and lasting contribution to the 
amenities in which people live and work. 


Contemporary Eccentricities 


We hear the cry today of bogus 
Georgian, usually from writers in the 
glossy magazines, from the young people 
of the ‘Anti’ leagues, and other self- 
appointed critics and arbiters of taste. 
Some of you may remember the imita- 
tions of Frank Lloyd Wright, often 
imported via Holland; and if we look 
around we may even see the bogus Cor- 
busier and Mies van der Rohe; but I think 
it is naturally for the student and even 
for his elders to be impressed and excited 
by the work of the great pioneers; and 
there is much to be learnt from them. But 
it is important not to be carried away by 
the eccentricities which sometimes 
appear. I personally find it difficult to 
accept such works as Corbusier’s church 
at Ronchamp, or the expiring concrete 
parachute to be built on the shores of 
Sydney Harbour, as milestones in the 
history of architecture. 

Behind what you see in the exhibition 
there lies a great deal of thought and hard 
work by the teaching staff. Each member 
makes his own individual contribution, 
but they work as a team, and their efforts 
are crystallised in the results you will see 
in the work of the more advanced years. 
As far as possible we reproduce office 
conditions in the studios, and encourage 
students to regard their exercises as actual 
building projects. They use catalogues

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as freely as they use textbooks, for today, 
no textbook can keep pace with the 
developments of industry; students can 
see and select their materials in the 
museum, and have an opportunity of dis- 
cussing their problems with building 
craft instructors. 


Combined Training 


The training of architects, builders, sur- 
veyors and others in one department is 
not a new idea; it has been done here and 
in other colleges for many years. I feel 
failure to reap the full benefit from such 
an arrangement is largely due to the fact 
that, thus far. builders have not created 
and supported a scheme of education and 
qualification worthy of their great 
industry. Some thirty years ago the father 
of our present chairman drew attention 
to this need, and we revived and brought 
the idea up to date five years ago. I willi 
not say more now, beyond observing that 
we here greatly benefit—at the under- 
graduate level—by having surveyors, 
engineers, builders and other specialists 
on our staff. The value of their collab- 
oration with the architect members of the 
staff cannot be exaggerated. 


Our association, within the Polytechnic, 
with science departments experienced in 
research, would certainly enable us effec- 
tively to undertake post-graduate study 
and research should the professions 
seriously desire it. 


We have always regarded the education 
of the office trained assistant as an impor- 
tant part of our responsibility. He is given 
the benefit of instruction by the same lec- 
turers and tutors as the full-time student, 
and generally speaking follows the same 
curriculum. Our work in this field has 
the approval of the RIBA and the Part- 
time School enjoys the distinction of being 
the first to be granted Intermediate and 
Final Recognition. 

It is sometimes suggested that the train- 
ing of the assistant up to the status of 
qualified architect will eventually disap- 
pear. This is a view with which I 
heartily disagree; I am convinced that 
whatever may be the outcome of the 
Oxford Conference, the recruitment of 
such men will remain a very valuable 
asset to the profession. 


Today, with an ever-increasing propor- 
tion of the nation’s building being under- 
taken by central and local government 
authorities in vastly expanded depart- 
ments, the young architect may find 
fewer opportunities for private practice 
and the exercise of his individual talents. 
Whatever one may feel about this 
changed disposition of the architect’s ser- 
vices, it is to be hoped that his individu- 
ality as a creative artist will not be wasted 
through the standardisation and speciali- 
sation which appear to be essential fea- 
tures of large organisations. 

Mr. Basit SPENCE then presented the 
diplomas and gave an address to students. 
A vote of thanks to Mr. Spence was pro- 
posed by Mr. A. A. Part, CB, MBE, 
Under-Secretary, Ministry of Education, 
and a vote of thanks to the chairman by 
Mr. D. H. Beaty-PowNALL, FRIBA, 
AADip, Chairman, Board of Architec- 
tural Education.

Minister Discharges Condition on Appeal 


A* appeal against the first of two condi- 
tions imposed by Hendon Borough 
Council in granting permission for the erec- 
tion of a dwelling-house on land at Edgware 
has been allowed by the Minister of Housing 
and Local Government. 

The condition in question required that 
‘all windows to the upper floor in the east 
and west walls, with the exception of the 
windows lighting the bathroom, which shall 
be glazed with obscured glass, be omitted 
from the proposed development.’ 

On behalf of the appellant it was said that 
observance of the condition would involve 
very serious loss of light to the rooms in 
question, in particular bedroom number two. 

The building would be at least 110 feet 
distant from the dwellings to the east and 
west, and although the ends of some gardens 
were only 25 feet away this was not too close 
in view of the length of the plots. As regards 
the bathroom windows, it is usual for clear- 
glazed windows to be curtained; to glaze 
the windows with obscured glass would serve 
no useful purpose because the windows could 
be left open. 

For the Council it was said that the con- 
dition was imposed in the interests of the 
privacy of residents in adjoining houses. The 
appellant’s house would nowhere be more 
than 25 feet from adjoining gardens to east 
or west. Users of those gardens would have 
the feeling of living overlooked from the 
proposed windows. 

In the Council’s opinion the amenities 
enjoyed by a resident in his garden were little 
less important than those attaching to the 
house itself. It was considered that three of 
the four bedrooms would be adequately lit, 
while the design of the house could be 
adjusted to improve the lighting of the other 
bedroom. The requirement that the bath- 
room windows should be glazed with 
obscured glass was reasonable. 

The Minister states that he has considered 
the representations made to him, and one of 
his officers has visited the site. The Minister 
recognises the difficulties presented by the 
development of this land and the remainder 
of that formerly reserved for railway pur- 
poses. He considers, however, that since the 
erection of a dwelling-house has been 
approved in principle, it would be reasonable 
to permit the inclusion of windows which 
will ensure the maximum amount of light 
and sun for the rooms. He does not think 
that this would seriously threaten the privacy 
oi neighbours. As regards the bathroom 
windows, while obscured glass may be usual 
the Minister does not consider the condition 
is essential. He has therefore decided to 
allow the appeal and hereby discharges the 
first of the two conditions. 


City of London Development Schemes 
Rejected by Minister 


N appeal by Mr. Leonard Bluston 
against the refusal of the Common 
Council of the City of London Corporation 
to permit alterations to existing premises at 
78 Cheapside, EC, so as to comply with the 
new building line widening Cheapside, and 
the erection of a second and third floor for 


use as showrooms, has been rejected by the 
Minister of Housing and Local Government. 

In his report to the Minister, the Inspector 
stated that if the redevelopment of the block 
in which No. 78 was situated were to be 
attempted by individual rebuilding the stan- 
dards of daylighting, provision of car-park- 
ing and external appearance would be likely 
to fall far below those desirable in an area 
of considerable importance. In his opinion 
it would be wrong to allow a single develo- 
per to jeopardise the realisation of an over- 
all scheme, and he recommended that the 
appeal be dismissed. The Minister agreed 
with the Inspector’s recommendation and 
has decided to dismiss the appeal. 


Offices and Congestion 

The Minister has also rejected an appeal 
by Clifford-Street Properties against the 
refusal of the Common Council to permit 
the erection of a new building for use as 
offices at 8-22 Smithfield-street and 30-38 
Hosier-lane, EC. 

The Inspector stated, in his report, that 
apart from the Corporation's proposal for a 
multi-storey car park, the proper use of the 
site was for commerce, which would accord 
with the zoning and with the use prior to 
war damage. He thought that an office 
block would cause congestion in the imme- 
diate vicinity by introducing a fresh army 
of workers and attracting additional traffic. 
He pointed out that it was generally accepted 
that offices were one of the biggest causes of 
congestion, and it seemed to him essential 
not to add to that congestion by erecting 
new office blocks on sites which did not 
enjoy existing rights for use as offices and 
which were not zoned for that purpose in 
the Development Plan, He recommended 
that the appeal be dismissed. 

The Minister states, in the course of his 
decision, that he does not propose, at this 
stage, to express any opinion as to whether 
it would be preferable to develop this site 
for ordinary commercial purposes in accord- 
ance with the approved Development Plan, 
or as a multi-storey car park as proposed 
by the Common Council. That, he says, is 
a question which he may have to determine 
on a proposal to amend the Development 
Plan. As to the application before him, the 
Minister is satisfied that there is no justi- 
fication for permitting the erection of an 
office building on this site and he accepts 
the Inspector’s recommendation in this 
respect. Accordingly, the Minister has 
decided to dismiss the appeal. 


Preservation of Land ‘ for Essential 
Local Needs’: Minister Allows Appeal 


HE refusal of the Hertfordshire Rural 

District Council, acting on behalf of the 
Hertfordshire County Council, to grant plan- 
ning permission for the erection of three 
houses and garages on land at Downfield- 
road, Hertford Heath, on the ground that the 
land should be reserved for local needs, was 
the subject of a recent appeal to the Minister 
of Housing and Local Government. 

The site has a frontage of about 83 feet to 
the east side of Downfield-road and an aver- 
age depth of about 90 feet. It contains the 
remains of seven demolished cottages. 

On behalf of the appellants it was sub- 


mitted that the County Council were exceed- 
ing their planning powers in seeking to secure 
that any houses built on the land were 
occupied only by people having a need to 
live in the village; the Minister had decided 
against the local planning authority in 
several similar cases which went to appeal. 
If it were considered that the site was too 
small for three houses, the appellants would 
be prepared to limit their requirements to 
two houses only. It was felt that in the cir- 
cumstances their costs relative to the inquiry 
should be paid by the Council. 

The Council's representatives agreed that 
the site was suitable for house building, 
though its frontage of 83 feet was not con- 
sidered wide enough for three dwellings of 
the type proposed. The Metropolitan Green 
Belt Village of Hertford Heath was very 
compact and was prevented from expansion 
by common land on two sides, and a County 
Council smallholding and the proposed Cam- 
bridge Radial Road on the others. It was, 
therefore, necessary to ensure that the small 
amount of building land remaining should be 
preserved for essential local needs. The 
houses under appeai were intended for 
general sale, and the application had, there- 
fore, been refused in accordance with the 
local planning authority's policy for the area. 

The Inspector said that he was not in a 
position to comment on the legal aspects of 
the Council’s reasons for refusal; subject to 
this, he considered that the erection of three 
houses, as proposed, would overcrowd the 
site but he saw no objection to the erection 
of two houses, having regard to the fact that 
the site was within the confines of the village 
and previously in residential use. He, there- 
fore, recommended that the appeal be 
allowed to the extent that permission be 
given for the erection of two single houses 
in accordance with the design submitted. 

The Minister agrees with his Inspector that 
the erection of three houses would over- 
crowd the appeal site, but that two houses 
would be acceptable. He cannot agree that 
in these circumstances permission should be 
refused simply because the houses are not 
reserved for local need. He has taken note 
of the appellants’ statement that they were 
prepared to limit their proposal to two 
houses and he has decided to treat the appeal 
as bemg in respect of that limited proposal. 

Accordingly, he has decided to allow the 
appeal and he hereby grants permission for 
the erection of two houses on the appeal 
site, subject to the condition that the siting, 
design and external appearance of the build- 
ings shall be as may be agreed with the local 
planning authority or, in default of agree- 
ment, as shall be determined by the Minister. 


Density of Proposed Residential 
Development on Molesey Site 


N appeal by Mr. C. C. Burton against 

the refusal of the Esher UDC, acting on 
behalf of the Surrey OC, to grant planning 
permission for the erection of 12 houses on 
land at Priory Nursery, Priory-lane, West 
Molesey, has been considered by the 
Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment. 

The appeal site consists of nearly 1} acres 
of backland, with an access to. Priory-lane. 
Apart from three schools on the opposite 
side of Priory-lane and an area of open 
land immediately north of the appeal site, 
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beyond which is a football ground, the 
surrounding area is mainly residential. 

On behalf of the local planning authority, 
it was stated that the appeal site was in the 
Molesey Cartogram area, which provided 
for development at a density of 19 persons, 
or six houses, to the acre. Planning per- 
mission had already been granted for 
houses which would accommodate well over 
the increase in population proposed for this 
cartogram area and special care had there- 
fore to be exercised over building on back- 
land. Having regard to the size and shape 
of the land and the need to reserve space 
for an access to the open land to the north, 
which was also zoned for building, not more 
than 11 houses should be built on the appeal 
site. The proposed layout for 12 houses was, 
in the opinion of the Council, not satisfac- 
tory: the plots were badly distributed and 
some were too small. A plan for 11 houses 
was submitted showing how these drawbacks 
could be overcome. 

On behalf of the appellant, it was stated 
that the gross density of eight houses to the 
acre proposed for the appeal site compared 
favourably with that of the Council’s own 
development in Ray-road and Odard-road, 
and also with the gross density of 9.5 houses 
to the acre of the Council houses 
immediately west of the site. The site was 
an awkward shape, but the proposed layout 
was reasonable, providing some houses with 
large, and some with small gardens. 

The erection of 11 houses only, said the 
appellant, would result in materially higher 
prices, which could not be commanded in 
West Molesev. 


The Point at Issue 


In his report to the Minister, the Inspector 
states that the issue in his case is over one 
house. He considers that the development of 
the site with 12 houses would be in keeping 
with the general character and density of the 
existing houses in the area, and he is satis- 
fied that a satisfactory layout of this number 
is possible. For example, the suggested lay- 
out plan for 11 houses submitted by the 
Council could be altered by replacing the 
middle detached house of the three along the 
northern boundary by a pair of semi- 
detached houses facing the turning circle, 
w.thout losing the space for ai. access road 
to the open land to the north. The layout 
submitted by the appellant appears capable 
of improvement, since it makes no provision 
for garages and the plots are of dispropor- 
tionate size. He recommends that 12 houses 
be allowed, subject to the approval of an 
amended layout and details of appearance. 

The Minister agrees with the Inspector 
that the layout submitted by the appellant is 
open to criticism because of the dispropor- 
tionate size of the plots, but he sees no 
reason ‘why a satisfactory layout providing 
for 12 houses on the site and the reserva- 
tion of land for an access road to the north 
cannot be prepared, although it will 
probably be necessary to build a longer 
length of roadway than is shown in the lay- 
out plan submitted by the appellant. As 
the application was for a particular layout, 
which he is not prepared to approve, the 
Minister has decided that he must dismiss 
the appeal, but this decision is without 
prejudice to the submission of a fresh appli- 
cation for an amended layout of 12 houses 
on the site. 





Minister Allows Building Firm’s Appeal 
in Guildford Site 


N appeal by Rayners (Buildings) Ltd. 
against the refusal of Guildford 
Borough Council, acting on behalf of Surrey 
County Council, to grant planning permis- 
sion for building two detached houses on 
land forming part of the curtilage of 
Drumgay, 26 Cranley-road, Guildford, has 
been allowed by the Minister of Housing 
and Local Government. 

When granting permission in March, 1958, 
for converting the house into six flats and 
building six garages and stores, Guildford 
Borough Council imposed a condition that 
no further development was to take place 
within the curtilage of the premises. 

The Minister, in a letter to the appellants’ 
represenatives, states that the inspector who 
conducted the local inquiry had said that as 
far as the effect on the character of the 
neighbourhood was concerned he could see 
no greater harm from one or two houses on 
a quarter of an acre of land than from the 
approved six flats on three-quarters of an 
acre. Secondly, so far as the development 
plan was concerned, the density provision 


EVERYDAY THINGS

LXXXVIII.—Gilding 


HE loveliest metal that has ever been 

discovered is gold. It is an untarnish- 
able material which can be polished or 
left dull, and because it is so malleable 
it can be worked into lovely shapes. The 
craftsmen employed as goldsmiths must 
love every minute of their work. 

The gold plate used on state occasions 
is unsurpassable, while the beautiful lov- 
ing cups, the gracious ornaments down 
to the minute and delicate jewellery made 
of this material, are things which can 
never lose either their charm or their 
value. Chinaware has also produced 
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beautiful gilt articles where the gold is 
applied to the baked porcelain and fired 
on to it. Gold plate is a plating of gold 
on a silver surface. 

In building work, gold used to be 
applied in yet another way: it was made 
into thin wafers and put together in a 
book which was known as gold leaf. 
Ornamental railings, plaster cornices, ceil- 
ings, woodwork; all were surfaces for 
gilding by this method, and I used to be 
fascinated to watch the man with his 
book of flimsy gold applying the precious 
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was for an increase of one person per acre 
by 1971, and the conclusion by the local 
planning authority that six flats in place of 
the one empty house would somehow not 
contravene the provision whereas an 
additional two houses would do so, seemed 
to the inspector unjustified. 

The Minister saw no reason to dissent 
from the inspector's view that the proposed 
houses would not adversely affect the 
character of the neighbourhood or the 
development plan provisions. Accordingly, 
he has discharged the conditions attached to 
the permission of March, 1958, and has 
granted permission for building the two 
houses. 


Timber House Replacement Refused 


HE Minister -of Housing and Local 
Government has dismissed an appeal 

by Mrs. A. J. Cooper against Guildford 
Rural Council’s refusal to allow her to 
replace a timber dwelling house at Lockhurst, 
Hatch-lane, Farley Green, with a bungalow 
of bricks and tiles. The Minister agreed 
with his inspector that the site is in a stretch 
of very beautiful country which would be 
ruined by sporadic residential development. 


wafers to the prepared surface. The 
book had to be handled with great care 
and the leaves torn out one by one with 
trained skill so as not to lose a particle 
of gold. It was certainly no material for 
easy use by the do-it-yourself team 

The books were usually 3 in. by 3 in. 
and contained 25 leaves of gold attached 
to tissue paper. The gold Jeaf varies in 
thickness and the various grades are 
known as singles, doubles and _ thirds. 
Gold of a special heavy thickness was 
applied to the ironwork of the great tower 
of Westminster and double gold leaf was 
used in the Reading Room of the British 
Museum. You only have to look around 
you to see countless examples of the 
almost everlasting finish which _ this 
material gave to many of our older build- 
ings. 

There were two types of gilding. one 
known as burnished and the other as 
dead. The burnished is seldom used in 
architecture, although we see it on smaller 
and more intimate articles of furniture 
such as picture frames and ornamental 
mirrors. Preparation is necessary before 
the leaf can be applied. Metalwork must 
be given a coat of paint to prevent oxidi- 
sation. Woodwork is prepared with oil 
size and plaster-work with water size. 

When gold leaf was used in the open 
it was easy to lose some of the gold in 
the wind and the gilder would often coat 
each leaf with a thin layer of wax before 
using it. Many forms of liquid gold are 
now available, but I do not know of any- 
thing to equal the pure gold for brilliance 
and enduring qualities. 

Perhaps one of these days, gilding will 
come back into favour again with a fine 
flourish to give a lasting sparkle to our 
buildings and provide that touch of 
brilliance which is so often necessary. 

We all know that all is not gold that 
glitters, but some of the glitter is gold 
nevertheless, and if you see a painter with 
a little book 3 in. by 3 in. applying the 
leaves with loving care, you may be sure 
that the glitter is authentic.

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NEW REFUSE DISPOSAL UNIT FOR BIRMINGHAM 


A Two-storey Building to Provide a 
Comprehensive Service Under One Roof 


"HE principle of collecting, tipping, 

screening, sorting and incinerating 
refuse and recovering salvage completely 
under cover and in a single building is 
relatively new to this country. Particu- 
lar interest, therefore, attaches to the 
design for Birmingham’s new plant of this 
type at Lifford, which will serve the whole 
southern half of the City and on which 
work will shortly start. 

The new works, which will replace 
existing buildings and have been designed 
in consultation with the general manager 
of the Salvage Department, will be sited 
in a hollow bounded by a canal, river and 
railway, and advantage has been taken of 
this fact to plan the main block on two 
storeys with the tipping, screening and 
sorting at high level and the salvage 
recovery and baling beneath. Vehicle 
access to the tipping floor is by way of 
a horizontal elevated reinforced concrete 
roadway supported on mushroom headed 
columns. Beneath the tipping floor is a 
garage for 18 vehicles. 


From the tipping area the sequence of 
operations proceeds in a straight produc- 
tion line. The refuse drops by gravity to 
the ground floor. Conveyor belts then 
raise it to the screens, over dust hoppers, 
feed it through to the sorting room, sited 
above the salvage baling area, and thence 
into the incinerator block. 


Pile Foundations 


The construction of the building con- 
sists of a reinforced concrete frame set 
on pile foundations. Over the tipping 
area. where a clear floor space was 
required, there is a shell concrete roof, 
while that to the remainder of the produc- 
tion line, supported on portal frames, is 
swept up to follow roughly the line of 
conveyor belts. Advantage has been taken 
of this feature to provide a large fully- 
glazed end for the ventilation of the 
incinerator block. Beyond this screen is 
the incinerator chimney, supported on 20 
piles, and 2 hoppers for the residual 
clinker. The incinerator in operation will 
be largely self-supporting in the sense that 
its fuel will be the refuse itself. Great 


care has been taken in the building to 
avoid dust collecting ledges and the treat- 
ment generally consists of smooth painted 
concrete with infill panels of glass bricks 
enabling the whole to be hosed down. 

Ancillary buildings for the scheme con- 
sist of an office, workshop and canteen 
with seating for 150 employees and a 
separate garage for 12 vehicles. The 
whole of the plant including the incinera- 
tor and chimney stack has been designed 
and will be carried out by Messrs. Heenan 
and Froud, Ltd. The structural engineers 
are Messrs. W. S. Atkins and Partners and 
the City Engineer and Surveyor is con- 
sultant for the mechanical services. The 
City architect is Mr. A. G. Sheppard 
Fidler, FRIBA. 


APPRENTICESHIP IN THE 
BUILDING INDUSTRY 
Amendments to National Scheme 


T its meeting on April 30, the National 
Joint Council gave its approval to 
certain amendments of the National Appren- 
ticeship Scheme and of the Standard Deed 
of Apprenticeship, recommended by the 
National Joint Apprenticeship Board. 

The object of the amendments is to bring 
the relevant provisions of the apprenticeship 
scheme and the requirements under the stan- 
dard deed. into conformity with the revised 
structure of certificate examinations in build- 
ing craft subjects which is being introduced 
by the City and Guilds of London Institute 
to apply as from the beginning of the 
session 1959-60. 

The operative date of the new provisions 
was July 1 and all indentures taken out from 
that date must be in amended form. 
Although the provisions of individual exist- 
ing deeds remain effective, it is hoped that 
as many as possible will be brought into line 
with the new provisions. 

The amendments to the National Appren- 
ticeship Scheme state that the employers shall 
pay wages in respect of attendance at classes 
during normal working hours and also the 
fees charged for all classes. The technical 
education of the apprentice must begin at 
approved classes from the date of entry into 
employment with a view to apprenticeship.

Scottish Committee Appointed

Guest Report’s Recommendations 


The appoinment of the Committee was 
envisaged in the Guest Report which 
described the Scottish building code as ‘con- 
fusing, restrictive and archaic.” The main 
recommendations of the Guest Report were 
given effect by the recent Building (Scot- 
land) Act, which among other things, 
empowers the Secretary of State for Scot- 
land to make building regulations which will 
replace the existing building by-laws and 
corresponding provisions in various statutes. 
Under the Act the regulations have to be 
published in ‘draft and a public inquiry is 
to be held into representations. The Com- 
mittee will remain in being after the regula- 
tions are made to report on their wording 
and to carry out a number of other asso- 
siated functions.

Plastics-coated Sheet Metal 


A SIMPLE and inexpensive method of plas- 
tics-coating galvanized sheet metal, claimed 
to be the first of its kind in the world, has 
been evolved by Gavle Verken, Giivle, and 
the Stockholm paint and lacquer specia- 
lists AB Wilh. Becker. The product is pri- 
marily intended for roofing purposes and 
is available in three standard colours. The 
new product has not been tested long enough 
to ascertain its length of life, whereas the 
plastics-coating has been exposed to severe 
outdoor tests for six years without showing 
any signs of deterioration. 

Gavle Verken have recently opened an 
automated mill, where the coated metal is 
rolled in strips 200ft. long. The entire plant 
is operated by one man, The output is worth 
nearly £100,000 per annum. 


NEW 
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DELAYS OVER APPEALS 
Midland Builders’ Concern 


ELAYS which occur between the lodg- 

ing of an appeal against an unfavour- 
able decision of a local planning authority 
and the notification by the Ministry of 
Housing and Local Government have 
caused concern to builders, and the Midland 
Federation of Building Trades Employers, 
of which Mr. K. A. Osbourn is Director 
and Administrator, has given especial atten- 
tion to the problem, largely on behalf of its 
house-builder members. 

The Federation holds that there is little 
prospect of an improvement in the position 
unless the number of appeals is reduced. 
How that could be achieved has prompted 
the suggestion that information about previ- 
ous decisions should be made more readily 
available by the regular publication of 
selected appeal decisions. Planning authori- 
ties might, it is believed, then refrain from 
refusing permission in cases where they con- 
sidered that their decisions were unlikely to 
be upheld on appeal, and applicants might 
also decide against appealing if they saw 
that there was little chance of success. On 
this point the recently published series 
‘Selected Planning Appeals,’ issued by the 
Ministry of Housing and obtainable from 
HMSO at a price of 2s. each, is useful as 
comprising notes of cases settled in 1958. 
Cases have been grouped in sections accord- 
ing to the nature of the proposed develop- 
ment and details of the Ministry’s policy as 
applied to each case given. House builders 
have noted the section on design where the 
statement of the Ministerial policy indicates 
that planning control should not be used to 
stifle experiment and initiative. It is stated 
that it is not enough to say that a proposed 
design will ‘injure the amenities’; explana- 
tions must be given. On the other hand 
where a design is badly proportioned it is 
urged that planning authorities should not 
hesitate to demand something better. On 
green belts the statement makes clear that it 
will be increasingly impossible to obtain per- 
mission to build in green belts. In rural 
areas it seems clear from the statement, 
permission for a well sited and well designed 
house in a village will normally be granted 
but building of new houses in the open 
country is in many parts not allowed at all 
except for agricultural workers. 


Advice to Members 

The Midland Federation, as a result of its 
review of the present position, is therefore 
advising its members that if planning appli- 
cations have been refused, or granted sub- 
ject to conditions, the recommended pro- 
cedure is: (1) to examine immediately the 
reasons given by the planning authority for 
reaching the decision and any relevant cases 
to which the planning authority may have 
drawn attention and decide, in the light 
of that examination whether or not to 
appeal, and (2) if it is decided to appeal a 
notice should be sent in immediately to the 
Ministry together with notes of the appli- 
cation made to the local planning authority, 
all relevant drawings, the notice of the 
decision and all relevant correspondence. 

Where a planning authority has failed to 
reach a decision within two months (the 
statutory length of time allowed) or where 
an extended period had been agreed and no 


satisfactory explanation of tne delay can be 
secured, it is recommended that notice of 
appeal against the failure to reach a decision 
be given immediately to the Ministry of 
Housing. 

The Midland Federation has undertaken 
to give advice to its members in cases of 
abnormal difficulty or delay. 


HOUSING PRESSURE IN SURREY 
Preserving the Green Belt 


TREMENDOUS PRESSURE of people desirous 
of building houses in South-West Surrey was 
referred to by Mr. Rosin J. GARLAND, clerk 
and planning officer to Hambledon Rural 
District Council, when he addressed Guild- 
ford Rotary Club in a recent talk. His 
district covering some 100 square miles, is 
the largest local government unit in Surrey 
and embraces 16 parishes. 

Mr. Garland, who claims to hold the 
unique position of being the only clerk to 
a local council who is also planning officer, 
estimated that between 3,000 and 4,000 
families were eager to come and live in the 
Hambledon district every year. 

‘In a rural district we are not interested 
in rateable value,’ said Mr. Garland. ‘ What 
we are concerned with is looking after the 
residents and preventing London from 
spreading into the countryside. We in the 
Hambledon district are preventing develop- 
ment from taking place. Fortunately we 
have in our area a part of the Green Belt 
and that part is being extended. The 
National Parks Commission has designated 
a large part of our area as an area of out- 
standing natural beauty 

* What,’ Mr. Garland asked, ‘do we permit 
in our area? The exceptions are for our 
principal industry, agriculture, and its allied 
industry, forestry. We recognise that there 
must be extension for local needs and we 
permit that by “ in-filling~ and “ rounding-

MODERNISING POST OFFICES 
Consultants Appointed 


ASKED what plans there were for moder- 
nizing post offices which were unlikely to 
be replaced by new ones for a long time, 
Mr. K. THompson. Assistant Postmaster- 
General, stated in a written reply in the 
House of Commons on July 30 that he 
realised that a large number of post offices 
were now in need of modernisation. He 
added ‘I have therefore called into consul- 
tation Sir Hugh Casson, the architect and 
industrial desigu-cr, Mr. Misha Black, of the 
Design Research Unit, Mr. Stevenson, Prin- 
cipal of Liverpool College of Art, and Mr. 
F. J. M. Ormrod, of the Liverpool firm of 
architects and planning consultants. As a 
first step three post offices in London and 
three in the north of England will be moder- 
nized, different treatments being used at 
different offices.” 

Since the House of Commons adjourned, 
it has been announced that the Government 
are to increase the Post Office investment 
allocation for 1960-61 by £6m., which res- 
tores most of the reduction from last year’s 
level of investment that had been previously 
announced. Part of the increased invest- 
ment will be towards new buildings. 
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ICE CONDITIONS OF 
CONTRACT 
Growing Use by Local Authorities 

Over 70 per cent of Britain’s local 
authorities use the ICE Conditions of Con- 
tract for letting their civil engineering con- 
tracts. This is disclosed by a recent survey 
undertaken by the Federation of Civil 
Engineering Contractors. Since the Fourth 
Edition of these Conditions was issued in 
1955, the number of local authorities using 
them has grown from 871 (50 per cent) in 
1955 to 1,197 (70 per cent) in 1959. 

Some 60 local authorities have adopted 
the ICE Conditions of Contract in the past 
12 months and a further important event 
in this period was the decision of the Dock 
and Harbour Authorities’ Association to 
recommend its members to use the Condi- 
tions. Many other important employing 
authorities use the Conditions, including the 
Metropolitan Water Board, the Central 
Electricity Generating Board, the British 
Transport Commission and the Ministry of 
Transport and Civil Aviation. Most of the 
leading firms of consulting engineers also use 
the Conditions 


TESTING OF MODEL 
STRUCTURES 
Cement and Concrete Association’s

UNDER-FLOOR HEATING 
ELECTRICITY 
‘A Good Proposition’ 


SPEAKING at the annual regional housing 
and planning conference of local authorities 
at Bridlington on June 5, Mr. S. HoLmes, 
chief heating engineer to Leeds Corporation, 
said that under-floor heating of multi-storey 
flats by off-peak electricity was a good 
proposition, and gave details of his experi- 
ence with new blocks of flats at Saxton 
Gardens, Leeds, and the redevelopment of an 
area in York-road. 

Advantages of the under-floor system, he 
said, included cheapness of installation, 
shortening of the building programmes, 
saving in construction, clean operation and, 
moreover, flats could be all-electric, thus 
reducing costs.

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NEW LOCK FOR BRITISH WATERWAYS 


Improvement to Navigation 


NEW double-chamber lock at Long 

Sandall, near Doncaster, on the Shef- 
field and South Yorkshire Navigation, which 
will open up an impertant section of the 
waterway to larger craft, was opened on 
July 10 by Sir Reginald Kerr, general 
manager of British Waterways. 

The provision of this 215 ft. lock, which 
replaces the smaller, single-chamber one, will 
remove a serious bottleneck in the navigation 
and will enable craft of up to 250 tons to 
navigate from Goole as far as Hexthorpe, 
above Doncaster, This should prove of 
special benefit to the petroleum oil distribu- 
tion trade and to the coal-carrying and general 
merchandise trades in the Doncaster area. 
Long Sandali Lock is the second of three 
locks met in navigating the waterway from 
Goole. Sykehouse Lock, downstream, and 
Doncaster Lock, upstream, are both 215 ft. 
long and able not only to pass 250-ton craft, 
but permit the movement, with only two 
lock operations, of the coal-carrying com- 
partment boat trains which are a feature of 
coal transport by water in the West Riding. 

The new double-chamber lock is sited east 
of, and nearly parallel to the old lock at 
Long Sandall, and is founded on red sand. 
It is 215 ft. long between the upper and 
lower pairs of gates, and 22 ft. wide, with 
94 ft. of water over the sills. The two 
chambers, formed by a third, middle pair 
of gates, are 78 ft. and 137 ft. long respec- 
tively. The fall through the lock is about 
44 ft. To speed the passage of craft and to 
minimise the physical effort involved in 
manual operation, all the lock gates and 
sluices will be mechanically operated. The 
upper gates and sluices are already mechan- 
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Plan and longitudinal section of Long Sandal! new lock 


ised. Hydraulic power is used, * push 
button’ control equipment being located in 
a cabin on the eastern quay. The middle and 
lower gates will be similarly mechanised in 
the near future. The lock is lit by sodium 
lighting. 

The lock walls are constructed of steel 
sheet piling tied back to steel-piled anchor 
panels, and faced with reinforced concrete. 
The gate chambers are of mass concrete 
poured within steel-piled cofferdams, the 
piling at the back and sides of the cham- 
bers being left in as driven. The invert and 
coping are also of mass concrete and there 
are levelling culverts on both sides of the 
lock. Ten vents, filled with gravel topped 
with clay and closed by 2 4 in. reinforced 
concrete slab over a layer of bitumen, have 
been provided to avoid the possibility of 
excessive water pressure building up on the 
underside of the invert. 

The timber lock gates were built in British 
Waterways repair yards. The heel and 
mitre posts are of greenheart; the bars and 
planking of oak. The hollow quoins are of 
cast iron, anchored into the concrete by 
bolts. The upper and lower ends at the 
eastern side of the lock are protected by 
roundheads constructed of steel sheet piling 
driven to a mean radius of 16 ft. and capped 
with concrete coping. On the western side 
the up and downstream approaches are both 
steel sheet-piled for approximately 200 ft. 

The whole work forms part of the 
£614,000 improvement scheme for the Shef 
field and South Yorkshire Navigation which 
includes extensive bank protection work and 
the vrovision of dredging and other plant 
and is itself part of the British Transport 
Commission's £6m. plan for their principal 
inland waterways. 
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The new lock was built to the design of 
the Divisional Engineer, British Waterways 
North Eastern Division, who supervised its 
construction by the Yorkshire Hennebique 
Contracting Co. Ltd., York. Contractors for 
the lock mechanisation are Stein Atkinson 
Vickers Hydraulics Ltd., London. 


DIRECT LABOUR, COLCHESTER 


‘Borough Architect Should 
Supervise Contracts’ 


ALLEGATIONS that Colchester Town 
Council’s direct labour force so allocate 
costings on their building work that a dis- 
torted view of savings is given is made by 
the town’s private builders. 

Through the Colchester and District 
Building Trades Employers Association they 
have issued an |1I-page statement condemn- 
ing the case made for direct labour in a 
recent report from the Borough Engineer 
to the House Construction Committee. 

The private buyers, accepting that the 
direct labour unit has a task to perform, state 
that as long as the present organisation exists 
ratepayers will rot have the benefit of free 
and equal competition, nor will they ever 
know the true cost of works undertaken by 
the unit. 

The private builders have asked that a 
Borough Architect should be employed to 
supervise and control contracts of the direct 
labour unit as if it were an outside contrac- 
tor. 

They state that the Borough Engineer is 
placed in an invidious position in his present 
role of being responsible for the financial 
outcome of a building project and at the 
same time maintaining an independent posi- 
tion between the contractor and the building 
owner.

NEW HOTEL FOR LONDON 
AIRPORT 
‘ Topping-Out’ Ceremony 

Skyway Hore t, the first of three hotels 
to be built at London Airport, is now near- 
ing completion, The main object of the 
hotel is to serve incoming and outward 
bound passengers, and eliminate the necessity 
of making the tedious journey to and from 
central London at inconvenient times of the 
day and night. 

On August 21 the main contractors, 
Messrs. Bernard Sunley & Sons Ltd., held 
a * topping-out’ ceremony at the site. Repre- 
sentatives of the owners, Seaway Hotels 
Ltd., Toronto, Canada, were present, as were 
the architects, Messrs. Fitzroy, Robinson and 
Partners. 

The hotel, situated at London Airport 
North on the Bath Road, is designed on the 
most advanced lines. It will eventually in- 
clude 264 bedrooms with a public block con- 
taining a shopping arcade, restaurant, cock- 
tail bar, lounge and other facilities. The 
building is air-conditioned entirely through- 
out. Cost is estimated at £550,000. 


New Insurance Headquarters 


Demolition work has started on the site 
of a new office building, to be known as 
Aldermanbury House, at the junction of 
Queen-street, Watling-street and Queen 
Victoria-street, EC4, which is to be the head 
quarters of a number of associations of 
British insurance companies and of the Fire

New Building Materials on View 
NUMBER of recent developments in 
building materials and components will 

be seen at the Scotttish Industries Exhibition,

Colvilies Ltd, have developed a new range 
of corrosion resisting clad steels by bonding 
high quality stainless steel to car low 
alloy steel. The problem here is that stain- 
less steel has a film of chromium oxide, 
about one molecule thick, which prevents 
bonding and it was overcome by depositing 
a layer of mild steel on to the surface by 
electric arc welding. A new welding tech- 
nique was evolved to provide a minimum 
penetration of the stainless steel and it was 
so successful that the material can be 
twisted through 360° and untwisted without 
any break in the bond. 

Also on display will be the con 
ducting linoleum which is being manufac- 
tured for hospital operating theatres by 
Michael Nairn & Co. This development 
stems from the war years when the firm was 
asked to produce a bench covering material 
for shell filling factories, which had to con 
duct static electricity so as to protect against 
sparking, It was achieved by adding gra 
phite to the linoleum mixture. an innovation 
which, though successful at the time. pro- 
duced rheological problems which compli 
cated the mixing and drying processes and 
also gave an unattractive finish. Further re 
search has shown that an alternative form 
of conductive carbon is an improvement on 
graphite and by successfully introducing 
colour, without impairing the electrical pro- 
perties, the appearance is improved 

L.C.1. are displaying many of their 
ducts including the use of explosives. chemi 
cals and silicones. This last will 
show examples of silicones used in laminates 
and resistors, special articles moulded from 
silicone rubbers, the use of silicones for pro 
tecting masonry, textiles and leather, and 
there will be panels demonstrating the effi 
ciency of heat resistant containing 
silicones.

Disturbances to Completed Roads 


Q.—Our problem relates to disturbances 
against progress, and damage caused to 
finished works of the road contractor, and 
the question is whether or not the road con- 
tractor has right of recovery against the 
employer, The contract was the Civil 
Engineering Standard Form of Contract 
1951. The outline case history is as follows: 


The road contractor (a firm of civil engin 
eering contractors) was employed to con- 
struct, and did in fact construct, a road and 
sewer scheme for the employer (a private 
housing estate developer) under the diree- 
tion of the engineer, who, in this instance, 
was an architect acting in the capacity of a 
civil engineer. 

The employer engaged a separate firm of 
house building contractors to erect houses on 
each side of the road contractor’s new works. 
The architect in charge of the housing con- 
tract was the same person as the engineer 
for the road contract. 


‘The employer pursued the erection of 
wouses very ‘close on top of’ the road con- 
tractor’s work, which hampered the road 
contractor's work causing him additional 
expense and loss. 

The housing contractor stacked materials 
on top of the road contractor’s works and 
ran lorries over these works, and otherwise 
caused damage to the road contractor’s 
works. 

The road contractor spent large sums of 
money in making good the damage thus 
caused, and he claims to be paid that money 
by the employer. 


The road contractor has now been told 
by the employer that the employer does not 
hold himself responsible for paying for any 
such work in making good damage caused 
to the road contractor’s work by the housing 
contractor building the new houses for the 
employer. The employer contends that the 
road contractor must recover such payment 
as he can in this respect from the housing 
contractor, 


As the housing contractor in point has 
gone into liquidation, largely as a result of 
having undertaken this particular building 
project in an unsuccessful manner, this is 
tantamount to contending that the road con- 
tractor has no effective right of redress 
against anybody, either for the disturbances 
caused to his progress, or for the damage 
caused to his work by the employer's hous- 
ing contractor. 


The employer seeks to stress that the road 
contractor is liable for all contingencies 
save for ‘excepted risks” under clause 20 of 
the contract. 

We find it difficult to accept that a contract 
so carefully drawn up as the Civil Engineer- 
ing Standard Form of Contract should pave 
the way for an employer to overrun the work 
of the road contractor, and should allow his 
own housing contractor to cause damage to 
the road contractor’s work, and should ignore 
the protests of the road contractor made dur- 
ing works progress, and should finally be 
able to tell the rood contractor that the 
employer is not interested in the road con- 
tractor’s claims for disturbances and dam- 
age to the road contractor’s work, and that 


the only redress open to the road contractor 
is the useless redress of taking proceedings 
against the employer's unsubstantial housing 
contractor. 

A.—A legal correspondent writes: Clause 
20 of the Standard Form of Civil Engineer- 
ing Contract provides that the contractor 
shall take full responsibility for the care 
of the works, and that in the event of damage 
from any cause whatsoever (other than cer- 
tain excepted risks) the contractor shall make 
good and repair at his own expense. Clause 
21 requires the contractor to insure against 
all damage from whatever cause for which 
he is responsible under the contract. 

The question therefore is whether the 
words ‘from any cause whatsoever’ are wide 
enough to cover damage caused by other 
contractors engaged by the employer. In my 
opinion, the decided cases show that these 
words provide a complete exemption for the 
employer, so far as the contract is concerned, 
not only in respect of damage caused by 
other contractors but also in respect of dam- 
age caused by the employer's own servants. 

Thus, in Farr v. the Admiralty (1953) the 
contractors were building a destroyer jetty 
at a naval base. The contract was in form 
CCC/Wks/1, edition 5, which provided that 
the works ‘shall stand at the risk and be in 
the sole charge of the contractor, and the 
contractor shall be responsible for, and with 
all possible speed make good, any loss or 
damage thereto arising from any cause what- 
soever other than the accepted risks.’ Whilst 
the works were in progress, an Admiralty 
vessel collided with the jetty. The contrac 
tors claimed extra payment for making good 
the damage but Mr. Justice Parker held that 
their claim must fail because of the words 
‘arising from any cause whatsoever.” 

In the present case the road contractor 
should be able to claim under the insurance 
policy, and this of course substantially miti- 
gates what would otherwise be a very harsh 
result.

Dispersal of Builder’s Rubble 


Q.—I have recently purchased a new 
bungalow. A trench 8 to 9 ft, deep and 2 ft. 
wide together with manhole pits was exca- 
vated. On the whole of my site there is 
topsoil to a depth of 14 in, under which 
there is solid chalk. On completion of 
drainlaying, instead of the subsoil being 
back-filled and rammed into trenches, with 
any surplus either spread or carted away, 
a bulldozer was employed to skim the chalk, 
builder's rubble and other rubbish all over 
the gardens, leaving a depth of chalk vary- 
ing between 4 to 8 in. A dumper was then 
used for other new properties causing con- 
solidation of the chalk over my garden, 

I have excavated to a depth of 6 in, to 
expose the grassed soil for the builder's 
inspection, The builder insists that the 
normal practice is te spread sub-soil over 
the whole of the site. This was not the case 
on a property I bought from the same 
builder four years ago. 

I would greatly appreciate your comments 
regarding the above and your advice as to 
whether or not I can demand that the chalk 
in question be loosened and the bulk of it, 
together with any rubble, be removed from 
my property.

A.—A legal correspondent writes: The 
answer to this question depends on whether 
the house was purchased on an agreed speci- 
fication or not. If there was such a specifi- 
cation, it will probably have contained one 
or more clauses requiring the builder (i) to 
deposit all surplus materials where directed 
and to spread and level them as required; 
(ii) to clear away all rubbish and level off 
the ground surrounding the building. If 
there were such clauses, then the purchaser 
could ask the builder to clear away the 
chalk. If there were no specification at all, 
I doubt whether the purchaser has any 
remedy. A. &. T.

FARM BUILDINGS 
The Flexibility of Timber 


MONG British farmers there is a long 
tradition of timber building which 
derives directly from the qualities of timber 
itself, says the Timber Development Associa- 
tion in a statement. Timber buildings are 
easy to erect and in many cases can be 
altered without the aid of specialist labour 
as changing needs dictate. They are com- 
petitive ir first cost, inexpensive to maintain 
and offer better insulation than other build- 
ings. And most important of all, perhaps, 
they can be constructed to match individual 
requirements with a flexibility denied to most 
of the building systems with which they 
compete. 

Farming is not a static pursuit at any time. 
In an age of scientific control and advancing 
mechanisation its methods and requirements 
are undergoing ever more rapid change. In 
recent years the Timber Development Asso- 
ciation has devoted close study to the evolu- 
tion of farm building requirements, and its 
designers, working in consultation with farm- 
ing authorities, have striven to provide 
buildings which both perpetuate the timber 
tradition and offer the farmer the range, of 
structures needed for optimum efficiency and 
economy. : 

This branch of research has entailed 
detailed examination of functional require- 
ments and a programme of prototype build- 
ing. At each step the practical farmer has 
been drawn actively into development work. 
As a result of these studies the TDA not only 
has a sure grasp of farming realities but 
can confidently offer guidance to farm build- 
ing manufacturers and the farmers them- 
selves on every aspect of pianning and con- 
struction. 

The information acquired in the course of 
this research is now being published by the 
Association, and the first two reports, 
‘Agricultural Buildings 1. Functional 
Requirements’ and ‘ Agricultural Buildings 
2. Silage Pit Covers and Walls’ can now be 
obtained, price 3s. 6d. per copy, from the 
headquarters of TDA at 21, College Hill, 
London, EC4. 

In the first of these studies, both of which 
have been written by C. V. Tonge, ARIBA, 
the principal farming operations are con- 
sidered from the standpoint of buildings, 
separate sections being devoted to structures 
for the housing of livestock, fixed machinery 
such as grain-drying and grass-drying plant, 
mobile equipment and bulk storage. Section 
drawings for nineteen buildings ranging from 
Dutch barns and stock yards to potato stores 
and broiler houses are provided and in each 
instance the. dimensions and type of timber 
structure are detailed. 

Except where bulk storage necessitates 
heavy retaining walls, timber frame construc- 
tion is recommended, but the type of timber 
roof chosen will depend on the specific pur- 
pose of the building. The kind of cladding 
used where walls are closed in and the degree 
of insulation provided are considerations 
which tie in closely with functional needs. 
The author of the report points out for 
instance that a rigid timber frame having 
no tiebeam is more expensive than the 


trussed type of roof but has the advantages | 


of quick erection, clear internal height to the 
ridge and absence of dust collecting members. 
On the other hand, he considers that the 


trussed timber roof is more suitable if a flat 
ceiling or light storage at tie-beam level is 
required. As far as possible buildings should 
be adaptable to several farming activities. 

In the second report, ‘Silage Pit Covers 
and Walls,’ the construction of silage instal- 
lations is examined in relation to silage 
making technique, performance, costs and 
siting. Mr. Tonge points out that the 
advantages which timber possesses in this 
application are its high strength / weight ratio 
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and its resistance to moisture when treated 
with a preservative. A framed plywood roof, 
it is suggested, is preferable to galvanised 
iron which corrodes conrparatively rapidly 
and to asbestos cement which becomes brittle 
with age and would not stand up to frequent 
handling. Silage pit walls of planks or 
framed plywood, it is stated, have a resilience 
which obviates damage due to impact and 
are sufficiently light to permit use of larger 
units than would be possible in concrete.

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Some Reflections on Building By-laws 
By a Local Government Surveyor 


iv is ever easy to criticise, and too often 
the critics tend to overlook the use- 
fulness of the subject criticised and the 
good work carried out by those persons 
responsible for the original effort 
involved. i 

I wish therefore to make clear my 
regard for the present by-law series and 
for those responsible for its formation. 

Materials and methods used in building 
have, however, changed rapidly during 
the past few years, and in spite of the 
wider approach of the present series com- 
pared to previous building regulations it 
is considered that a review is now neces- 
sary. 

The following comments limited to 
general principles are offered construc- 
tively and in the hope that other surveyors 
and architects will take up the points of 
interest. In this way the information for 
the formation of a new series will be 
available in good time. 

The by-law numbers quoted are those 
of the 1953 series. 


Notices 


By-law 6.—The stages of building pro- 
gress for which notices must be given by 
builders to a local authority are inade- 
quate for present day building, too large 
a gap exists between the notices for damp- 
proof course and the notice of com- 
pletion. Much vital work with regard to 
flue construction and specialist construc- 
tion can be carried out and covered up 
without inspection. A notice at each 
floor level would be most helpful. 


Exemptions 


Certain buildings by reason of their 
small size and use obviously need not be 
constructed to by-law standards. Great 
care is necessary however in striking a 
happy medium between unnecessary 
restrictions and proper control. 

By-law 8 exempts many of the usual 
small buildings used in connection with 
dwelling houses from any by-law require- 
ments. In view of the small size and 
usefulness of such buildings the extension 
of the scope of the exemptions is worthy 
of consideration, particularly to include 
that most useful and often necessary small 
building, the porch. 

The application of bylaw 72, which 
restricts erections on the open space at 
the rear of dwelling houses, would appear 
unreasonable in relation to the small 
buildings covered by this by-law. A good 
deal of unnecessary trouble would be 
saved if these minor erections were fully 
exempt from all by-law requirements. 

By-law 9 exempts garages not exceeding 
300 sq. ft. in floor area from all the by- 
law provisions as to construction (other 
than by-law 14 as to short lived materials) 
subject to certain conditions as to siting 
relating to other buildings and boun- 
daries. 

In addition only a block plan and syeci- 
fications of the proposal need be 
submitted. 


Whilst some degree of relaxation is 
desirable for such buildings, a garage of 
300 sq. ft. of floor area, constructed in 
brickwork or concrete, can present a real 
danger if not structurally sound. 

The general requirement of by-law 21 
as to stability should apply to this cate- 
gory of building but with some modifica- 
tions of the usual codes of practice for 
structural work, and sufficient detail 
should be required to show compliance 
with this stability requirement. 

By-law 10.—This by-law covers single- 
storey buildings for storage purposes and 
allows complete exemption from by-law 
requirements as to construction (other 
than by-law 14 as to short lived materials) 
provided the building is isolated the 
appropriate distance from other buildings 
and boundaries of the adjoining premises. 

Whilst it is agreed that relaxation as to 
weather resistance is reasonable, it is 
ridiculous that buildings of such a size 
should be completely free from control 
as to design for stability. By-law 21 should 
be applicable to such cases, with con- 
sideration given to a lower standard of 
design than that set out in the usual struc- 
tural codes of practice. 

By-law 12.—The exemption offered by 
this most useful by-law enables single- 
storey panel buildings to be erected with 
various types of infill panel, provided an 
appropriate isolation is provided. 

As this type of building, however, may 
be used for both factory and public pur- 
poses it should not be excused in any way 
from by-law requirements as to stability 
and weather resistance. 


Short Lived Materials 


By-law 14.—There is need for this 
by-law to be more realistic as to the list 
of so-called ‘short lived materials’; a 
coat of paint can hardly be accepted as 
qualification as a permanent material, 
neither can 3 in. suftwood be much longer 
lived than ; in. 

The variation in the ‘life’ of the 
materials listed is too great; quite a few 
could well be accepted as normal building 
materials. 


Load Bearing Structures 


By-law 21 sets out quite clearly the man- 
datory requirements of the by-laws as to 
structural stability and the by-laws 
immediately following refer to appro- 
priate codes of practice for various 
materials used structurally, compliance 
with the appropriate code being deemed 
to satisfy the by-law requirements. 

Also included as a structural arrange- 
ment deemed to satisfy by-law require- 
ments is the 3rd Schedule in the by-laws, 
which sets out rules as to wall thicknesses. 

Whilst this schedule may have had 
som. asefulness many years ago as a 
general guide, it has never been based on 
sound principles and now that a code of 
practice for load bearing walls is in 
existence there is no longer any need for 
this schedule; in fact its retention is dan- 
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gerous rather than useful, for brickwork 
in accordance with the rules of this 
schedule is deemed to satisfy by-law 
requirements, yet a wall designed accord- 
ing to these rules may fail to comply with 
the standard of construction laid down 
by the code of practice. 

The schedule deals only with the length 
and height of walls and pays no attention 
to loading, or the provision of effective 
lateral restraint at floor levels. Many 
walls satisfying the rules of the 3rd 
Schedule can be subjected to overloading 
where heavy floor loads and large spans 
occur. 

The majority of wall thicknesses in 
general use are well established, and can 
be modified to suit individual circum- 
stances in accordance with accepted stan- 
dards of structural design as outlined in 
the appropriate code of practice; the 3rd 
Schedule is therefore now redundant in 
addition to being basically unsound. 


Fire Resistance 


By-laws 31-48.—These provisions are 
comparatively new as far as the provinces 
are concerned, and considerable difficul- 
ties and anomalies have arisen. 

Whilst the future use of a building is 
difficult to control there is a case for the 
proposed usage to have some bearing on 
the fire resisting requirements. The same 
requirement for a building whether hous- 
ing steel bars or timber appears unjusti- 
fiable. 

Single-storey buildings of steel frame- 
work and large spans, as recently proved 
by several fires, are very vulnerable to 
collapse when subjected to comparatively 
light fire loads, due to the distortion which 
takes place in the roof girders or trusses 
and their supports when exposed to high 
temperatures. 

The by-laws, however, except for cer- 
tain types of buildings, having sufficient 
isolation, require the external walls of 
single-storey buildings to have a fire 
resistance of two hours. No control is 
exercised, however, over the internal lin- 
ings and roof supports, and very little 
over the roof covering so far as fire 
resistance is concerned. 

Yet the obvious object of this section 
of the by-laws is to ensure the stability 
of a building during and after the fire. 
There appears, therefore, little point in 
enforcing the provision of an external 
wall of high fire resistance when it con- 
tributes little or nothing to the fire 
resistance of the building as a whole. 

This type of building presents a difficult 
problem, for it is hard to provide protec- 
tive encasement to large span trusses and 
lattice girders. 

In the meantime there appears a good 
case for some modification to the present 
requirements for the external walls of this 
type of building, consideration being 
given to the fire risk and fire load relative 
to isolation requirements. 

The periods of fire resistance required 
for separating, fire division and external 
walls are more or less rigidly fixed (apart 
from certain exceptions) yet the period of 
resistance required for internal columns, 
beams and floors varies according to the 
size of the building. 
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The rather ridiculous situation arises 
where a building with external walls with 
two hours and separating walls with four 
or even six hours’ fire resistance, need 
only be provided with floors and their 
supports, which may well separate dif- 


ferent occupancies, having a fire 
resistance period of half an hour. 
This position, to say the least, is 


unrealistic, and there is good reason for 
the fire resistance of the whole structure 
to be based upon the size and use of the 
particular building. There is also a very 
good case for a higher standard of fire 
resistance for floors separating different 
occupancies. 

The provisions of by-law 44 (walls 
separating flats) should apply to non-load 
bearing walls separating offices with dif- 
ferent occupancies. A six-hour period of 
fire resistance is obviously unrealistic for 
such walls, yet a degree of control is 
desirable. 

Whilst the by-laws make provisions for 
preventing the spread of fire vertically 
between storeys, no attempt has been 
made to stop the horizontal spread of fire 
between adjoining buildings. 

Buildings in different ownership must 
be separated by walls providing long 
periods of fire resistance, yet the win- 
dows in the external walls of adjoining 
buildings may be as close as nine inches 
to each other. A fire could thus spread 
readily from one building to another and 
nullify to a great extent the purpose of 
the separating walls. 

Some control over the distance 
between windows of adjoining premises 
appears to be worthy of consideration. 

*Small houses’ for the purpose of the 
by-laws enjoy a number of relaxations 
with regard to fire resistance. A few extra 
square feet of floor area or cubic feet of 
capacity, however, over the by-laws limit 
for this class of building, whilst adding 
little if anything to the fire hazard, 
causes the by4aw requirements for fire 
resistance to be increased by an amount 
out of all proportion to the increased 
size. Should not consideration be given 
to all dwelling houses being allowed to 
enjoy the advantages of the present so- 
called ‘small house’ ? 

The use of ‘ deemed to satisfy ’ clauses, 


such as in by-law 47(2) (fire breaks 
between storeys) can become unduly 
restrictive and discourage the use of 


other methods which could satisfy the 
mandatory requirement of by-law 47(1). 

Such clauses should be carefully 
selected to guard against fixing a limited 
type of construction yet at the same time 
provide a suitable yardstick by which 
other methods can be judged. 


Roofs 


By-law 50.—Roofs, unlike walls, are 
not required to provide any degree of 
fire resistance, and so far as the build- 
ing by-laws are concerned the only 
specific requirement relative to fire con- 
cerns the roof covering. 

There is no restriction on roof cover- 
ings to certain domestic buildings pro- 
vided they are sufficiently isolated from 
adjoining premises. 

Other buildings are required to have 
roof coverings to afford adequate protec- 


tion against the spread of fire into the 
building under consideration or to 
adjoining buildings. 

There can be numerous opinions as to 
what materials are adequate for this pur- 
pose and a wide variety of traditional 
roof coverings, deemed to satisfy the 
requirements are specified for use with 
different types of roof construction. 
There is, however, considerable dif- 
ference between the performance of 
these materials when subjected to the 
effects of fire, and in view of the ever- 
increasing number of roofing materials, 
translucent and otherwise, there is a great 
need for some yardstick as to the mini- 
mum performance actually required by 
roof coverings. 

The recently published BSS 476 Part 3 
1958 External Fire Exposure Roof Tests 
deals with such materials, and provides 
ample particulars of tests as to perform- 
ance with regard to both penetration by 
fire and spread of fire. 

A reference to the standard of per- 
formance set out in such a specification 
would be most useful. 


Chimneys, Flues and Hearths 


By-laws 52-67.—During the past few 
years great changes have been made in 
the design of solid fuel appliances. A 
fire can now burn continuously through- 
out the winter months, and in most cases 
the actual fire is very close to the hearth. 

The present by-laws are based upon 
the older type of apparatus and there is 
need to review the present requirements 
as to the minimum distance of timber 
from flues, and hearth construction. 

In view of the many insulating 
materials now available the quotation of 
a suitable insulation value of a construc- 
tion would be better than a specific thick- 
ness of material, as.at present. 

The by-law 60, with regard to flue lin- 
ings, is most unsatisfactory, the words 
‘properly lined, pargeted, or otherwise 
suitably protected’ being too ambiguous. 
There is a tremendous difference in the 
performance standard of a flue lining and 
the so called pargeting of today, and a 
term such as ‘otherwise suitably pro- 
tected ’ merely opens the door for endless 
argument. 

A,specific minimum standard of lining 
should be laid down, consistant with the 
requirements for modern appliances. 

By-law 66 which is concerned with 
minimum width of chimneys relative to 
height, is completely unrealistic from a 
structural point of view, as no considera- 
tion is given to the degree of exposure to 
maximum wind conditions. This same 
requirement applies equally to buildings 
in sheltered areas and those on coast or 
hill top where the wind pressures are 
much greater. 

The measurement of the height, i.e. 
above the roof surface, is also unsound, 
for whilst this gives the extent of exposure 
to wind pressure, the chimney is seldom 
restrained structurally at the point of 
intersecture with the roof; in fact the 
actual base of the chimney may well be 
several feet below the roof surface. 

The roof timbers must, as required by 
the by-law, be clear of the brickwork and 
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in consequence cannot restrain the chim- 
ney in any way at roof level. 

The maximum height in all cases should 
be governed by the stresses induced by 
maximum conditions of loading, the 
amount of any resulting tension in the 
brickwork being limited by the by-laws on 
the lines set out in the Code of Practice 
for Flue Construction. 

The ‘rule of thumb’ method of 
measuring chimney heights should be 
discarded. 


Space About Buildings 

By-laws 68-72. — There can be little 
quarrel with these by-laws so far as new 
development is concerned, modern densi- 
ties providing for a site area per dwelling 
far in excess of that required by these 
by-laws. 

In the case of conversions of existing 
buildings into dwelling houses, however, 
difficulties often arise particularly with 
regard to space at the rear (by-law 69). 

By-law 3 introduced a welcome relaxa- 
tion in the case of ceriain extensions to 
existing dwelling houses, and there is need 
for a similar relaxation for existing build- 
ings subject to conversion where the siting 
very often renders rear space unavailable 
although ample open space is available at 
the sides. 

A requirement for an appropriate open - 
space at the side of such buildings would 
appear reasonable. 

In view of the previous comments 
regarding such exempted buildings as 
coal places, etc., this type of building 
should be included amongst the buildings 
allowed on the rear open space by by-law 
72(a) at present limited to a watercloset or 
earth-closet. 

By-law 80.—It is difficult to understand 
the need to enforce, by law, the comstruc- 
tion of a basement only at such a level as 
will allow for its effectual drainage, and 
yet this appears to be the object of this 
by-law. Surely it is sufficient if the build- 
ing is generally at such a level as to allow 
for proper drainage of the necessary 
services. The wording of this by-law 
should be less restrictive. 


Fireplaces, Stoves and Other Fittings 


By-law 107.—In dealing with free 
standing stoves not seated on the usual 
hearths, a specific degree of insulation 
should be specified for the supporting 
floor. Such terms as ‘ suitable and suffi- 
cient’ are far too vague and give rise to 
considerable and unneccssary variation in 
construction. 

In the case of gas water heaters (by-law 
106) it would appear that the regulations 
of the appropriate Gas Board could be 
more appropriate and elastic. 

In addition to the foregoing comments 
there are, no doubt, many other matters 
of detail which can be covered in the 
draft stage. Other surveyors, architects 
and building inspectors may have other 
items which they feel are in need of 
review and it is hoped they will give vent 
to their opinions without delay. 

Only by vigorous and constructive 
criticism at an early stage can the foun- 
dation of a new and better building code 
be well and truly laid.

PLASTICS

CANADA.—Construction of a $14m. fine 
arts centre is being planned for the University 
of British Columbia, The new building will 
house a music school, an art gallery, a 
museum, and a small theatre. 2. ae 
Chrysler of Canada Company has purchased 
29 acres of land in the Metropolitan Toronto 
area, Development plans will be released at 
a later date A new missile base is to be 
constructed seven miles north of North Bay, 
Ontario. The base will have 25 launching 
pads and is scheduled for completion in 1961. 
Structures will be both underground and 
above ground level. ... The Ontario Hydro 
Commission has allocated $8m. for the 
development and construction of a nuclear 
demonstration plant in co-operation with 
Atomic Energy of Canada Ltd., and the 
Canadian General Electric Company. Com- 
pletion is scheduled for 1961. .. . Metro- 
politan Toronto is to construct a $4,300,000 
630-bed hospital for chronically ill aged 
persons. ... Tenders are to be invited this 
autumn for an applied science building at 
Essex College, Windsor, Ontario. Architects 
ire Pennington and Carter of Windsor and 
estimated cost will be $4m. .

... BE. Godard,  owner-builder, has 
announced a $1m. block of flats, and office 
building, to be constructed on Marlboro 
Drive, Montreal. 

CANADA.—The Quebec Hydro Electric 
Commission is planning to spend several 
hundred million dollars on extensive new 
power development. Construction will 
start soon on the Manicouagan River pro- 
ject near Baie Comeau. $200m. will also be 
spent to develop 800,000 hp on the Ottawa 
River near to Carillion Rapids, . . . Good 
year Tyre and Rubber Co. of Canada Ltd., 
will construct a $4.5m. plant at Medicine 
Hat, Alta. ... A new town, to house 10,000 
people, together with docking, loading and 
warehousing facilities, is to be built on the 
Gulf of St. Lawrence, near Seven Islands. 
This project is designed to accommodate 
workers of the Iron Ore Co. of Canada and 
Wabash Iron Co., an American controlled 
company. 

COLOMBIA.—tThe International Bank 
have finaily approved a loan of U.S.$12m. 
for the Empresas Publicas of Medellin for 
the construction of the Guadalupe hydro- 
electric installation and the study of the 
Nare hydro-electric project. 

GHANA,.—Taylor Woodrow (Ghana) Ltd. 
began work recently on a brewery at Kumasi, 
Ashanti, Ghana. The design, an unusual 
form in brewery construction, is that of 
Ingenieurs-bureau. Dwars, MHeederik en 
Verhey, consulting engineers of Amersfoort, 
Holland. The contract was awarded by the 
United Africa Co., Ltd., and the brewery, to 
be completed in 12 months, is being built for 
Messrs, Heinekens of Rotterdam. The value 
of the contract is over £180,000. 


INDIA.—The Government has accepted 
offers of loans of £20m. from the Burmah 
Oil Company and of £3m. from the UK 
Government towards the cost of construct- 


ing a pipeline from the Assam oil fields to 
the two public sector refineries which are to 
be built near Gauhati in Assam and Barauni 
in Bihar. 

IRAQ.—Among the several Development 
Board projects to be started during the next 
12 months are new hospitals at Kadhamain, 
Basra and Amarah, 526 houses at Hilla, 360 
houses at Najaf, 150 houses at Kufa and 
1024 houses on the Daura industrial housing 
scheme, . . . The office of the Lord Mayor 
of Baghdad have suggested the allocation of 
£300,000 for the construction of a modern 
public hall for meetings and conferences in 
Baghdad. . . . The Ministry of Education 
have asked the Ministry of Development 
to allocate £3,383,000 for the construction 
of 750 new elementary schools by various 
local authorities during the next academic 
year... . The Development Board have ex- 
amined tenders submitted for the new 
Republican Hospital and have decided to in- 
vite other firms to make offers. 

KENYA.—tThe East African Command 
has announced that the Rhodesian firm of 
John Howard & Co, (Africa) Ltd. has been 
awarded a contract te build a camp at 
Kahawa, near Nairobi The value of the 
contract is £3,500,000. 

MEXICO.—Westinghouse has been 
granted a contract to construct a new 5 mw 
power plant at the Minatitlan oil refinery at 
a cost of $3.68m. 

NIGERIA.—The board of directors of the 
Nigerian Cement Company Limited has 
approved plans for an immediate start to be 
made on the extension which would double 
the present output of the works. The exten- 
sion is estimated to cost £14m. 

NIGERIA .—The Western Nigerian Dev- 
elopment Corporation is to establish a large 
oil-mill of the Collin type to process fruits 
from its 13,000 acre oil palm farm at Apoje. 
The new mill is expected to be in full pro- 
duction by 1963. 

NORTHERN RHODESIA.—Pians for a 
40-room luxury hotel on the north bank of 
Lake Kariba are going ahead. The Northern 
Rhodesian Government is to offer the lease 
of a seven-acre site on a hill commanding a 
fine view of the lake and the Zambesi. The 
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hotel, to cost approximately £100,000, will 
stand 1,300 ft. above the normal high-water 
level of the lake and within a few miles of 
Siavonga, the township planned as the north 
lake-shore holiday playground. 


UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA .—Tendets 
have been invited by the railway administra- 
tion for the construction of Durban's £24m. 
passenger terminal and pre-cooling sheds at 
T jetty, which will considerably change the 
face of the port and bring Durban into line 
with modern overseas practice. The original 
design of the terminal was changed recently 
with the approval of the railway administra- 
tion and work on this large project will begin 
this month and is expected to be completed 
in May. 1961. An extensive heliport has 
been designed on the roof of the building. 


Leipzig Autumn Fair 


Tue 1959 Leipzig Autumn Fair is to be 
held from August 30 to September 6. 
Foreign trade agencies of the German 
Democratic Republic hope to conclude con 
tracts with firms of the capitalist countries 
for both exports and imports. Among the 
building materials offered for export are 
gypsum, bricks, roofing felt, carbonate of 
lime, paving material, building blocks, silica 
blocks and graphite crucibles. Scheduled 
imports include pinewood and deciduous 
timber, veneers, tropical wood, cork, 
joiners’ plates and fibre wood. 


Ring Road for Accra 


The Ghana Government has awarded a 
contract valued at £175,000 to Taylor Wood- 
row (Ghana) Ltd. for roadworks, involving 
the construction of a dual carriageway and 
road bridge in Accra. 

This contract is part of the reconstruction 
of the ring road which goes round the north 
of Accra. It stretches 1} miles from Kwame 
Nkrumah circle on the Nsawam road to the 
Weija/Winneba roundabout. The new road 
will have two carriageways each 24-ft. wide, 
and will be a considerable improvement to 
the present ring road which is barely wide 
enough to take two lines of traffic. Here 
the ground is very low lying, and three times 
during the past two months floods have 
caused extensive damage to the existing road. 
A new bridge, having a clear span of about 
80 ft. and extra headroom of between two 
and three ft., is planned to replace the exist- 
ing box culvert which now spans the River 
Odaw and over which the present road 
passes. 

The engineer is Mr. R. Koster and the 
quantity surveyors are Widnell and Trollope. 
The whole work is scheduled for completion 
by the end of January 1960.

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Glasgow Building 


LASGOW is planning further multi- 
storey development. The building sub- 
committee approved on August 21 the 
building of 404 houses at Carron-street, in 
the Springburn area. Of these 304 will be in 
four 15-storey blocks. The Scottish Special 
Housing Association is to carry out the 
work at a cost of almost £1 million. Work 
will begin in November. The previous week 
the committee approved three 20-storey 
blocks each 180 ft, high in the Royston-road 
area of Springburn at a cost of £1,250,000. 
The site involved in this scheme is on the 
north-east of the city. Demolition has 
started and completion of the scheme is 
expected within the next two years. The 
site is bounded by Royston-rd., Turner-st., 
Charles-st, and Garnock-st. The three tower 
blocks will contain 351 flats of two and three 
apartments, with six flats to a landing. The 
development also includes four-storey tene- 
ment blocks containing 72 flats of three 
apartments and a three-storey block contain- 
ing 10 flats and six shops. 

Glasgow is also planning a multi-storey 
housing scheme on the site of Duke-st. prison 
which is now being cleared. This has been 
renamed Ladywell. The redevelopment has 
been designed by the Glasgow Corporation’s 
housing and architectural department under 
Mr. A, G. Jury. 

Sixty objections have been lodged with the 
Secretary of State for Scotland by business 
people in the Anderson district of Glasgow 
against the £20.5m. redevelopment which is 
proposed for the area by Glasgow Corpora- 
tion. 

The scheme is designed to reduce the popu- 
lation from over 11,000 to 4,000 and will 
compel a number of industries to leave the 
district 


Showrooms and Offices 


THE ERECTION in Glasgow of a nine-storey 
building with showrooms on ground and first 
floors, with offices above, is being planned at 
the Waterloo-West Campbell-street site by 
Highland Engineering, Ltd. The firm has 
received planning permission in principle for 
the project.

There will 
be forty flats in all—20 with a double and 
single bedroom; 18 with two double bed- 
rooms, and two with one double bedroom.
